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Me, ABDUL RAZAAK: Sir, if it is not for the belated challenge 
thrown ott by my honourable friend Mr. John Philippose and thay; 
political trimmings made on it by the honourable Prime Minister™ 
ou the floor of the Assembly, my intervention at this stage would . 
not have been called for. Sir. the object of my cut motion is to, ; 
provide an opportunity for this House to consider, discuss and 
finally judge the principle, if there is one, that has guided the party 
now saddled in power. Inso doing Sir, I have to perambulatea - 
little and retresh the memory of the House, so that the honourable 
members can sce for themselves how and what considerations have 
ultimately determined the coust:tution of the present ministry. 


Sir, it is only a matter of easy recollection that when honour 
able members met for the first time as members of the Representa... 
tive Body on the 20th March 1948 an united demand was ptt 
forward that pending the coming into force of a coustitution sought 
to be framed by the House, there should be a Council of Ministers 
composed of representatives of the people and charged with the res 
ponsibility for the governance of the country. That denfind was 
shared in full and full-throatedly advocated : by all sections of this 
House and by every member of this House including Mr. Urumese 4 
Tharakan, the unyielding Independent Member. It was as readily 
conceded as it was steered through uotwithstanding apprehensions : 
of a mischievous ‘charcter floated in seratain sections of the Press, 
Consequently it was generally believed that a ministry both respon 
sible to and representative of all sectiéns of the people of this 
country would be formed, and the example set up elsewhere lent 
‘support to this belief. But Sir, on the 24th of March last, it was _ 
made plain that what is called a homogenous miuistry-—a ministry 
exclusively composed of members belonging to the predominating 
party~-was only to be formed. Accordingly, Sir, three men of ont: 
standing character, reputation and ability came forward to shouldet 
‘the wheel of Government with the zeal, zest aud probably with the 
catholicity of Vinobha Bhave, the best of Gandhiji’s diciples. Ik* 
was then admitted on all hands Sir, that they were the three me 
largely acceptable to all ‘sections of the people and most eminently 
fitted for the task. Weall thought, Sir, they together would consti 
tute a homogenous team and none of us had even the foggidst notlos 
that they would ever come to represent the cominunities to which 
they belong. All the same marked othumissions of representation in 


. 
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the Council of Ministers were felt all round. It was pointed out, 
Sir, that the motherhood of Travaucore—I am advisedly. using the 
term motherhood in preference to womanhood—was shut out; that 
the vast massof Nadars in the South had no representation in it, 
hat thescattered minority of Muslims had no representation in it; 
and that great silent Community with centuries of serfdom on its 
head the depressed classes were left out, When attention was 
drawn to these pointers they were simvly cried down as communal 
in tone and’substance. It was further pointed out, that no group. 
or individual will be allowed to have a share iu the Goverament of 
the country unless that individual or group shed the communal 
Fharacter and merged into the Congress. This seemed a very 
strange proposition for the formation of an interim Government, 
particularily in the circumstances we were then, faced with all 
grim problems that usually go attached to any transitional period, 
We on this side at any rate felt we would put up with that, watch 
the non-communal working of the ministry and take our cue and 
draw our inspiration from it, so as to be not ‘conscious of the in- 
terests of our Community... But in less than four months, the cat 
was out of the bag, The fateful expansion of the Ministry was 
thought of. It was naturally thought it was due to the weight of 
the files that pressed down the three Ministers. But Sir, on closer 
examination it meant something different, something very nuholy 
and unworthy of the pious professions held cut. It meaut Sir, that 
one more representative from each of the three communities already 
represented in the Ministry was felt necessary in the larger inter- 
ests of the country.

Then coming to the age of retirement, “: 
all the members Here in tits House during the buagee Speeches of , 
we find that there is an allegation against the permanent service of _ 
our State saying they are ali corrupt. We do not think for amo-_ 
ment what demoralising ¢ffect it has got on the permanent service 
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and how the reaction will be, and how they are going to behave in 
future remains to be seen. But little do we pause to think what led 
to these things. Sir, it was the policy of the Ex-Dewan of Travan- 
core to create a number of posts for the persons who run after him 
or for the people who obey him in season and out of season. Such 
people alone were to be installed in such new appointments. When 
the present Cabinet came, they were not in a position to create new 
appointments.

‘of consulting the leaders of opposition as to what they 
have to say on the policy of reducing the age from 58 to 58. 
‘T may say that it is against the principles of the parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, Nor was the matter bronght before the House and sanc- 
tion obtained. So far as this question is concerned, what I suggest 
is, the Ministers, though they accepted the Ministership forget their 
long sufferings and unlearned what they learned during the past ten 
years, andthink they are most powerful. I understand that interim 
cabinet Is a cabinet till a new constitution is formed, only to main- 
tain the status quo of Travancore. But far-reaching policies are 
made and far reaching policies are adopted to suit their conveniences 
and at the back of their companions. Sir, the prime reasons for our 
being corrupt during the period of Sir C..P. Ramaswami Aiyar was 
that direct appointments to all grades of service were made by Sir 
C. P. Ramaswami Aiyar. {s there any difference between the old Gov- 
ernment aud the present Government? There are about 174 appoint- 
ments in the superior service. Regarding the recruitment to these 
services, what amount of dissatisfaction will there be, if people who 
are already in service and put in several years of service are to have 
men above their ranks for the simple reason that they are the 
favourites of the cabinet. 

Sir, from the papers we read that only the best men will be 
placed in the fittest jobs. The Prime Minister has said that imprison- 
ment during the last ten years will also be a special qualification 
and theif cases will be lenlently considered. ; 

HON’BLE Mr. 2A. THANU PILLAI: Where did I make that state- 
ment? ° ‘ : ; 

MR. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Tread in the papers. In this connec- 
tlon I was bringing it to the notice of the cabinet and am only glad— 
if the learned Prime Minister has not said like that—I would, for his 

‘sake read a passage from Mahatma Gandhi, father of the Indian 
Nation. It dates back to July 14, 1946 under the caption “Real 
Danger.” Mahatma Gandhi has written as follows: 

“My purpose is merely to point out the danger from within. The 
ist in importance is laziness of mind and body. This comes oto 
the smug satisfaction that congress men having suffered. imprison- 
ment haye nothing more to de win freedom and that a grateful 
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érpanisation shall accept thelr services by giving them first prefer. 
ence in the matter of clections and offices. And so there is ax un 
seemly and vulgar competition for gaining what are described ag. 
prized posts ........Hence there is every prospect of Satyagrahi 
imprisonment becoming a degrading occupation like that of profes. 
sional thiefs and robbers.” . 

So, what ¥ would suggest in the matter of appointment to the 
superior servires is that in those vacancies, people who are im- 
mediately the juniors be taken over and If any new appointment is 
to be made let it be made in the lowest ranks, Sir, this policy, to be 
a little frank, will be appreciated by all the honourable members. .In 
this respect there is no difference between the State Congress Party 
and our party. During the general discussion of the budget every 
oue of the parties was telling that an impartial tcibunal be appointed: 
for making these appointments. 

That was the tretid of the discussion by every one of the 
members, To put it in another way or to put it directly, it is tant- 
amount to saying “Sir, we have no confidence in you, we have no 
confidence in this Cabinet.” In this cabinet all are thinking on 
* eommunal lines. So far as the appointments are concerned, let it be 
given to au impartial tribusal which could make the appointments 
on non-communal lines keeping in view only the question of effici- 
ency. In this connection I may remind the Hon’ble members of this 
House, the cut motion sent in by the Secretary of the State Congress 
I mean my Hon’ble friend Mr, K, P. Nilacanta Pillai, on the unsatls- 
factory nature of the work done by the Ministers. So we are one in 
that matter. The whole House is, truly speaking, of the opinion 
that your work is tinsatisfdctory and that you are always thinking ou 
‘communal lines. °

seems that their organisation was banned by the then Officiating 
. Dewan and the responsibilities for taking action on the active 
inenibers of the Association was left to the Heads of Departments, 
who were given a free hand to deal with the office bearers in wiiat- 
ever way they liked. Iam told that the President of the Association 
was left scot free by the Head of the Department because he was a

cases no punishment was at all given, Even though our Minister? - 
were installed here four motiths back they have uot done anything - 
in the matter of cancelling-the puhishment. What we have to do; ” 
so far as the N. G. Os. are concerned, is that they must be givei > 


‘every facility to organise themselves and thelr organisation must be 
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recognised. Then the question arises “will they not strike work as 
our Ministers have done for 18 days.’ Therefore Sir, as itis found 
in America the right to strike can be brought under restriction and 
can be made illegal and at the same time, they cau be allowed to 
organise. So with that restriction they may be asked to organise 
themselves with a view to ventilate their grievances to the autho- 
rities concerned. . 

It has been said that much corruption is prevalent among the 
lower ranks of the N. G. Os. The reason for these corruptions is 
not far to seek. When any clerk accompanies the Head of a Depart- 
ment on tour he is given only 21 chuckrams for a day as allowance. 
I-want the Cabinet to think whether anybody could live ou 21 
ehuckrams a day in any part of Travancore at present. This paltry 
allowance will only induce him to get corrupted as there is no other 
go. The only way to putting a stop to this corruption is to increase 
the pay and to increase it to such an extent that. without resorting 
to corruption they will be able to make both ends meet. wo 


_ HONBLE Mr G. RAMACHANDRAN: Do you suggest that well paid 
Officers are perfectly immune from corruption, | - . 

Mea. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Well paid officers are not immune 
from corruption. But they will have no sympathy of the public if 
action is taken against them for corruption. Recently I read an 
article as regards the Congress Governments in different parts of 
India. That is applicable to our State also. With your permission 
Sir, I will read one single paragraph -— 

“ There is a feeling that for the last four months the men at the 
top of the Indian National Congress have lost sight of realities and 
are indulging in self-adulation and self and party aggrandisement at 
the cost of their faithful followers. They havelost sight of the Con- 
gress ideals of service and are behaving as if they were Couquerors, 
free to bestow jobs, contracts and appointments indiscriminately on 
their relatives and favourites without regard to the welfare of the 
people. We cannot say as yet that we have even made a beginuing to 
_: arrive at the democratic ideal of governing the country ‘for the people, 
by’ the people’. The Heads of the Government must realise that they 
‘are gradually estranging themselves from the people in the way they 
‘are proceeding, © . ; 

HGON'BLE -Mr. A THANU PILLAI: May L.know from where that 
‘quotation is? : ; 
Miz. SIVARAMA-PILLAL: From the Modern -Review, January 
issue 1948. Sir, that ‘applies with equal force here and I sound a note . 
of warning that though Hon'ble Ministers oceupy high places they 
have to come down to the public a little later if not now. So itis 
better:that they think twice before they act and actin the interesis 
of the 85 lakhs of people in Travancore aud not. for their - personel 
pterests. ys - : wos 
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Min. 2. NESAMONY: Sir, it is the usual practice in all democratic 
countries where democratic constitutions exist, that before the public 
business is put down for the day it is for the leader of the House to 
make a stitement on certain subjects for the information of the 
House. Sometimes it is elicited’ as answers to the questions and 
some times in the form of adjournment motions. I sent in a few 
questions on this Cabiuet crisis and from the printed list that have 
been supplied I find none of these questions as being admitted. 
Then I attempted to move an adjournment of the House asking the 
Ministry to make a statement before the house as to what led to the 
Cabinet crisis aud haw is resolved itself. The motion was con- 
strued as a motion for censure and it was disallowed. Now I just 
want to bring to the notice of the Ministers that the procedure that 
obtains in the house of Commons, probably is the procedure which 
we are trying to imitate in various Uirections. Probably our 
Constitution is to be framed on those lines. Cabinet crisis, party 
strife and rebellion are incidental to any party system of Govern- 
ment. -It is no wonder that there has been such a crisis in our in- 
fant cabinet. It takes time to settle down but they have a duty 
which they owe to the public and that through this House. I would 
just refer to the order ‘of the business as set forth in the house of 
Parliament which I may be allowed to read. 5 ;

“Explanations are made to the House an behalf of the Govern- 
ment regatding their domestic and foreign policy; stating 
the advice they have tendered to the sovereign regarding 
their retention of office or the dissolution of Parliament;

It is by following this that I have sent in my questions. But I 
am sotry that they were not accepted. Then I gave a chance to the - 
Ministry to make a statement as to what advice was tendered to 
them to remain longer in Government and to reconstitute the 
Cabinet. Under Section 6 of the Interim Constitution Act they ’ 
are notto divulge tous the advice tendered by them to His 
Highness ia relation to subjects which are not*covered by the pro- 
visions of Section 4. I submit that this Cabinet crisis and the re- 
constitution of the Cabinet are matters which are not proscribed 
under Section 6 of the Interim Constitution Act, and so, the Cabi- 
nét isin duty bound to express the things that happened which 
sreated this Cabinet crisis and how it was resolved. Owing to the 
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ruling of the Chair, 1 am not prying into the secrets of the cabinet 
crisis, nor am I going to ask the Ministers to tell us how it originat- 
eg and how it ended. How it ended is clearly seen from the state- 
ment of the three Ministers published in the Travancore Informa- 
tion and Listener, and the fact is clear that they talked aud talked 
"it out. But I am bold enough to suggest on the floor of this House 
that from what we hear and from what we feel probably [ may be 
wrong—they are not yet out of the woods. It has been repeatedly 
emphasised more than once on the floor of this House, the com- 
munal nature of this Cabinet. T nced say nothing. more than that 
the resiguation of Mr. Nataraja Pillai gave colour to the assertion 
that there is no room in that Cabinet for one who has no communal 
backing. That seems tobe the position to which we have been 
reduced. There is no room in this cabinet fora person who has no 
communal backing. I have no sympathy with Mr. Nataraja Pillai . 
and I would call him a quisling so far as we are concerned, if I am 
permitted to call him so. But the outstanding feature of his 
resignation has shown that there ismo room in this cabinet except 
for a Nair, a Syrian Christian, or an Ezhawa. fouch the Nair or 
the Rzhava or the Syrian, he has the backing of the community, | 
and the lakhs which back them up will be upin arms. Touch 
them not, was what the papers sald, and none dared touch the Nair 
the Syrian or the Ezhava. The Cabinet was expanded and yet 
there is no room in it for any other community except these three, 
A Nair, an Bzhava and a Syrian were again included in the Cabi- 
net. Mr. Nataraja Pillai who had spent 24 hours in Jail was 
granted ministerial responsibilities for 72hours. He was most un- 
ceremoniously necked out of the cabinet on to Delhi. He had no 
communal backing. If he had a backing as the three communities 
that are represented in the cabinet, none would have dared to touch 
him. Leave alone these two parties who are now in the Opposition. 

'. Are there not Nationalist Muslims in the ranks of the Party in 
power who would be nominated io this Cabinet? Are there not 
members of the backward communities entitled to a seat.in this 
cabinet? Are there not other minority groups which ought to be 
represented in this cabinet? Yet, in the expansion of the cabinet, 
efficiency or capacity might have counted, and these communities 
have no place. Scratch a Nair, he is a Nair to the core; scratch an — 
Ezhova, or a Syrian, they arc Syrian end Ezhava to the core. 
Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi remarked the other day that the Military 
expenditure could be reduced if Nesamony and his people would 
shut up their months. If-he is the mouthpiece of the Government, . 
I say with all the emphasis at my command, that you may shoot down 

. and kill people, you may break their bones and their heads, but you 
cannot break the spirit of 4 people: We have passed through fire. 

- We have passed through fire and blood. We are prepared for 
_a blood-bath if this be the attitude of this Government. The spirit © 

“that is up cannot be curbed by thése methods.. The next generation 
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(Mr. A. Nesamony.] ; 
would not forgive what has heen doneto us this generation. We 
have been elected to this House on adult franchise. It isa plebis- 
cite of the people. The State Congress candidates have been 
routed. Vet, in the matter of the governance of that part of the 
State, this Government is dictated to by defeated congress candi- 
dates and antisocial elements. How long could this Goverument 
hope to carry on under such advice. The people who have elected 
us have given us a mandate and to that maudate we stick on. 

We have made it clear on more than one occasion that as long 
as the integrity of this state is maintained, we are init. And, 
when that ceases to be,I say, we are out ofits You go Nerth and 
we go Hast. Thisis based entirely upon the resolution that you 
made and the promises that you made. I ask you to keep to it. 
The Prime Minister invited us for a parley, and I am thankful to 
him for having done so. We made it clear to him that we would 
never cease to be a political organisation and we would maintain 
our independence. Whatever may be future set up of the coustitu- 
tion for Travancore, we are determined to maintain our, indepen- 
dence and would continue to do so. And, we made this clear to 
him. 

I may now pass on to the age limit. It was during the last war 
when there were few hands to be obtained and when there was the 
necessity for retaining in service efficient and experienced Govern- 
ment servants, the age was raised from 55 to 68, I hold no brief 
for any retiring officer. I will be glad if some of those who shot us 
and some of those who ordered that we should be shot, be retired 
from service. But I want to be fair to my enemies. Consider the 
great pecuniary loss which these retiring Government servants are 

-now suffering, Thre years ago he was confident that when his 
superior officer retires he would rise in his grade, get a higher 
salary consequently, a better pension. The high cost of living, the 
education of his children aud the rise in prices of all commodities 
made his life miserable and now most unceremoniously he is being 
asked to quit, and that entails severe hardship to many a family. 
They would curse themselves aud thestarving children would curse 
them for having ever entered this Government service. Ifa pro- 
gressive reduction in the age were resorted to it would have eased 
their difficulties a little bit: But there is one thing which I wish to 
point out to the Cabinet. It was a matter of policy which ought to 
have been discussed on the floor of this House. It ought not to 
-have been an executive act of the cabinet. Doubts have arisen in 
the minds of many whether this lowering of the age is not to make 
provision for people whom the cabinet wants to be put and then - 
taise the age again to 68 as recommended by the Indian Pay Com- 
mission. The policy of this Government is to be directed by the 

” Parliamentary Board of the Indian National Congress and it may-so 

happen in 1951 when the uew constitution comes into force, the 

Parliamentary Board may insist upon raising the age of retirement 

fo 68, If that were to happen, consider what a serious injustice has

been done to the retiring officers. This cabinet is bent pou lower- 
ing the age of retirement behind the back of this House. It has 
ordered that it shall be so, and it shall be so world without end.

_gtant. No provision. has been made in the budget for the town 
planning scheme within this Municipality for 1124.

‘ to form a coalition Government, as back as 8 months é.¢., in 
Chingom last that would have materialised. But the State Congress - 
never formed one such then, because we wanted to make sure of our 
absolute majority in the party and then choose our personnel. We 
had no faith in. the leadership of a composite form of Government, 
We wanted a homogeneous Government to place a regular pro- 
gramme before the country. We had already given pledges to the 
people of this country. During these 4 months’ period, the State 
Congress party has not been able to do much for obvious reasons, , 
Problems of gigantic dimensions are staring at us for which effective 
remedy has te be found out. That does not mean the State Con- 
gress Is not going to redeem the pledges given to the people. That 
- does uot mean that the Congress Government is going to break 
their pledged words, Not in the least. This time next year, if we 
are fortunate encugh. we can see what the State Congress has done. 
Tam not at all a pessimist about the role which the State Congress 
is destined to play in the history of this country. The members of: 
the State Congress Ministry are not yet out of the wood. ‘They 
must take nourishment from the soil. They know full well that 
their strength could be found in the people of this land and that 
unless they redeem the solemn pledges given to the people, they

Lam just now reminded of a saying of G. K. Chesterton who said 
in a jocular vien that an ambitious parliamentary candidate need 
” make only two speeches during his life—one before ¢lections saying 
that. if he is elected he would pave the streets with gold and make‘ 
milk and honey flow throughout the country, the other one after 
elections, only fools could even have believed him when he made 
the earlier speech. Some such psychological attitude must be- 
responsible for the tone of disappointment in which some of the 
honourable friends from that side were talking. I being an oldish 
ian, aim inclined to congratulate Government on keeping its con- 
tinuity of policy. Any Government worth speaking must continue 
its policies ; only there should not be a violent break with the past. 
I ean really understand changes being brought about overnight -ag 
jt ‘was done in America about 70 years ago in what they called 
“spoils system’ whereby from.the . President right. down to -the 
Village Postmaster changed overnight when the Republican Party 
or the Democratic patty as the case may be care into power. They 
-found it expedient to ensure for continuity ofa Government as also 
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the good working of the services that the system of spoils should Le 
abandoned, Such was the experience learnt by Americans. There- 
fore, if there is a serious feeling of disappointment among the 
frieuds on the opposite side in that no definite change has occurred 
in the Governmental machinery, I personally think there is no 
great point in it. After all, it is beueath the dignity of this House, 
a constituent body such as this which is doing legislative work, 
that the members whereof shonll be complaining about Sceretaries 
or typists or Anchal masters on the floor of this House. 


Now, Sir, all the same their speeches were helpful in away. f 
could not use the language used by Mr. Chacko being an older mau. 
I veuld only say that the right hon'ble friends of the Muslim 
League in their generosity and in their nobility, were not dis- 
juclined to partake in the routine work of the Cabinet. I believe 
that is a satisfactory characterisation (Laughter), about their atti- 
‘tude. I would uot say that they came about with anything like a 
hat or receptacle for discharging the functions of Government. But 
X would only say that they were magnanimous enough to express 
their views and thereby point out the apparent defects in the actual 
running of the administration. We should be very grateful to them 
for that.

Then Mr. Nesamony held outa threat, that if their points of . 
view are not accepted by the Government in power, today, they may 
go East and we will be compelled to go North. What can I say in 
reply? For the information of my friend I say, go east he may but 
go east we must because the east is the lebausram of Travancore, 


Secondly the Muslim League was most unnaturally expecting 
aplace inthe Ministry. Sir, my friends on this side of the House 
“have already exposed the hollowness of that claim. The party in 
power cannot have members of other parties who do uot agree with 
them to co-operate in a ministry which has got a joint responsibility, 
Nowhere such a thing has been attempted. Therefore I may tell for 
the information of my Tamil Nad friends and Muslim League friends, 
that as long as they function as an independent political party 
their cldims to be represented in the Ministry or in respotisible 
offices will not be viewed with favour or in.

HESAMOUY : Ihave put down against my name two cut 
motions to bring home to the Minister for Law and Order the 
necessity of modifying the method. of recruitment of Magistrates, 
Munsiffs, Government Pleaders and the Prosecuting Inspectors. 
Sir, Lhave put in sufficient pensionable service at the bar and I 
believe I am now working under an age of extension so what I am 
going to place before this House is my personal experience though 
it may bein the form of stories, But'I am just citing instances to 

show how ignorant some of our people who are entrusted with the 
administration of justice ard. 


First, as regards recruitment tothe magistracy. Members of 
the profession wonld know that one fine morning aclerk gets an 
order that he is made a Stationary Mapistrate in such and such a 
place. He goes there, once in his life time he sees before hima 
crowd of Advocates and Lawyers addressing as * Your Honour,” 
the peon pulling the punka and the orderly standing to attention. 
Clients come in and get out, make obeisance aud exit. Such an 
exalted position in life, probably he. may not have dreamt at the 

’ time when he entered service, Allofa sudden one fine morning, 
he gets in there. Some times I used to sympathise with most of 
of my friends who get that position because they have to be dictated 
to. by the Bench Clerk’as to what is to be dose withit. First, the 
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complaint is put in his hands, He does uot know how to record a 
statement, The client of the complainant gets into the box and 
then in the usual manner, the Bench Clerk swears him and 
administers the oath to him and then the Magistrate begins to 
write. He is sure of one fact-—that-he has got the right to examine 
the complainant by getting him into the box and in a haphazard 
manner he examines him. Ifa question arises as to the next step. 
he looks around. I have seen some members of the bar some times 
suggest te him, ‘so and so, so and so, Sir! Sometimes he will 
not be in a mood fo believe us. He looks wp for the guidance of th 
Bench Clerk belowhim. The Bench Clerk inspires him and gives 
- the answer, a section, warrant etc. as the case may be. , 


Coming to the next stage, of a trial, when he ought to recorda 
confession, or when he has to record 4 dying declarat‘on. He does 
not know how to recerd it.. He calls for precedents ; gets a copy of 
prior confessions that have been recorded by his predecessors. 
{ may cite an instance, Sir, where I appeared in a Court when the 
learned Magistrate was in a mood te teach melaw. We argned 
about a point and then I left in disgust saying, “I wonder whether 
you know law.” He said he kuew it.I said that I doubted it. I was 
waiting for an oppoftunity to teach that learned Magistrate law. 
It so happend on a later occasion that he had to appear as a witness 
in the Nagercoil District Court where two copies of confessions that: 
had been recorded by him were put in Court. The learned 
Magistrate never kuew that a change had been made in the matter 
of endorsement at the foot of the confrssion, different from the 
endorsement that had to be made under the old Criminal Procedure 
Code. There was internal evidence that he did not know. I handed 
one copy to the Presiding Officer and kept the other in my hand, and 
asked the learned Judge to compare. Tread out the confession and 
the learned Judge began to compare word by word and line by line. 
Every answer was the same except in one material particular, the. 
fact of having committed the offence. I may submit also that when 
one of these confessions came for consideration before the High 
Court on an appeal, very strong strictures were passed by the High 
Court against the particular officer. . 

Now, what I wish to suggest to the Honourable Minister for 
Lawand Order is some change in the matter of recpuitment. You 
cannot expect a person who has never seen a Court of Law, who 
has never seen clients, jawvyers arguing or presenting their case, to 
sit in judgment all on a sudden one fine morning. ‘They require a’ 
certain amount of training. By training, I mean that before he jis 
entrusted with the duties of administering justice, he must have the 
training in a court where criminal work is done in the original side 
work of the Sessions Judge, especially under a senior Distriot 
Judge. He must sit with him, lisien to the argument, take note of 
how proceedings are going on from day to day and learn for him-. 
self, before he is posted to administer justice himself, .

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_ J may also bring to the aotice of the Honourable Minister for 
Law that it is not sufficient if one is a graduate in law or has pas- 
sed the Criminal Higher Test. He must have the practical know- 
ledge of the courts, before he is posted to administer law. 


Sir, as in the case of T.C.S. candidates who are given train- 
ing in particular brauches, institutions and departments, they must 
"have a training to administer justice, to know law aud how to deal 
with it. The f. C. S. officers are given Survey Training when they 
are to be employed as Tahsildars. Then why not give them 
sufficient training in the administration of law, to learn for them- 
selves how to judge before they are’ posted as Magistrates who are 
to admivister justice, 


Now as regards language. Not that I am parochial in this 
matter. But there is the difficulty as was pointed out by Mr. 
Chidambaranatha Nadar. I may give two instances, A man 
complained of theft of tamarind. ‘The learned Magistrate began to 
take down the deposition and the complainant ‘said, “ sofa 
AFH GHA S cP lwo,” that is to say, he has stealthily removed 
my crop, The learned Magistrate did not know the word “uy éa 
Ba” ‘is used to devote theft. He said it was an offence under 
Section 323 or 324. The Advocate said that it was au expression used 
for committing theft. Such things dooccur. Again, there was -a case 
in which the learned Magistrate sead out a charge'sheet of theft. 
The poor man could not understand the language in which the 
charge was rend out. He said “I find that prima facie case has 
been made out against you for an offence under Section 379.” The 
mau thought that he was pronouncing judgment, He asked'the 
Magistrate to stop and said, “Sir, stop. How do you kxow that I 
committed theft?” The taan did not know that it was a charge that 
had been read ottt.. The Magistrate did not know what the trouble 
was about. Finally, of course, the client was made to understand 
that it was only a charge. ; - 


Then in regard to recording depositions it so happeus that 
when one thing is said, another thing is recorded. Inthe pressure 
of work, it is very rarely that the staternents are read out, though 
we have got the right to insist upon such matters. “When we get 
attested copies of depositions, they appear strange, I believe the 
learned members of the profession who happen to hear us in the 
High Court or in other courts might have wondered at the language 
that had been used in reading ont the depositions. That is the 
practical difficulty not only with the judiciary there but also’ with 
other branches,.so that in the matter of appointments of. these 
officers down in the south, { submit that greater care has to’ be 
bestowed upon posting so that only officers who know the language 
of the iand where they have to administer law are posted. It so 
happeens that the Hraniel Magistrate’s Court seems to be a training 
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ground for all Magistrates. One fine morning, a Second Clasa 
Magistrate Court is PBduced to the rank of a Third Class Magistrate 
Court. After having stayed there say for three months, he is 
grattted the powers of a Second Class Magistrate. Then another 
Third Class Magistrate is posted there. What a let of waste, 
what a lot of waste of time and moucy is incurred upon this is very 
clear. Assoon as the Third Cless Magistrate comes in, all the 
cases which he could not try would be transferred to another court. 
Fresh trial is demanded under the Criminal Procedure Code in the 
court to which the cases have been trausferred. Then comes a Second 
Class Magistrate. The cases are again transferred.to him and the 
trial begins auew. Ifthe Honourable Minister for Law happens to 
come into the Eraniel Magistrate's ourt and watch the proceedings . 
he will find how much paper has been wasted upou the writing of 
the deposition. Wor every change with the court, we pray for-are= 
trial, With every change of the Presiding Officer, we pray fora 
re-trialso that in the matter of posting Magistrates and in the 
matter of conferring powers, these ought to weigh with the Honoure 
able Minister for Law and Order. . . 

Next Sir, is the recruitment to the Judiciary, I mean the Mun- 
siffs and the Second Judges. Iu the method of initial recruitment 
aS Munsiff, there is a certain ratio from the service and a certain 
ratio from the Bar Of course, I don’t object to the members of the 
clerical line becoming Judicial officers. We have brilliant examples 
of certain people coming up to the top rank from the Bar or from 

. the service. But what I want to emphasise heré is the recruitment 
from the Bar itself. What we invariably find is people who have 
heen confining their practice to the revisional side of the High 
Court or to the King’s brief are the persons whe have been recruited 
as Munsiffs, because they happen to be practising in the High _ 

-Court. That has to be removed, because all of us are now consi- 
dered as Advocates and preference in the matter of recruitment 

‘ought to be given to those who have had original work either itt. 
the Musiff’s Courts or in the District Courts, because they are 
called upon to deal with the original side aud not with the appellate - 
work. In the matter of dealing with the thonsands of civil miscel» 
Janeous petitions, and in the matter of dealing with the thousands 
of execution petitions, I may say that an Advocate who has some ° 
knowledge of the original work will be able to do full justice in the 
-disposal of these cases than a lawyer who is confining his practice 
to the revisioual side of the High Court: Not that I am crying 
down my learned friends who are practising on the revision side of - 
the High Court but practice shows a revision is required so. that 
preference in the matter of recruitment would be showa to those 
who have Had practice on the original side of the civil work. : - 

Then again in the matter of recruitment to the post of Second 
Judges, communal representation has again come into. play. We are 
mow at a stage wien we oilght to aay we do wot wadi Collmunal re- 

. presentation. Asa member of the Bar who has putin sufichi. 


. 
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service at the bar, I would plead that at least in the higher cadre of 

these services, this commuualism must stop a bit. It requires a 
vas : oo . ree 

high sense of justice, it requires a sound knowledge of law,—the 

law that he has to adiminister,—a stout common seuse with an in. 


dependent spirit, because it is an appellate court, An appellate © 


. judiciary, an appellate tribunal, must be able to take an indepen- 
dent view of the facts that are placed before it for consideration. 
And I believe that, judged by that standard, the method of reeruit- 
ment to the Second Judges is faulty. JI know as a matter of fact, in 


my experience, Second Juiges do not know how to deal with exeeu- 


tion applications on the original side, how to deal with applications 
for insolvency, guardiaus and wards and various other statute laws 
and regulatious, How many are there now who would be able to 
desl with the applicatious under the Companies Act? Very few. 
I don't want every Judge to be all-knowing bui they must have stout 
common sense to deal with these applications: ~ . 
One must have a statns and standing at the bar before he is 
called on and appointed as a Second Judge. Here it is not a ques- 
tion of personulity or community. Even if he is selected from a 
particular community he must be the Al ian in that community, 
- Probably he may not rise wp to all expectations, yet there is a cer- 
tain statidard to be set up in the recrititment of Second Judges. The 


Distriet Judges should never be recruited direct from the bar, . 


because however efficient au advocate may be, he has his own limi- 
tations so far as the administiative side of the court is concerned. 
Correspondences have to be carried on. He will have to control the 
staff, all these things are matters in which the recruit from the 


Bar may be inexperienced. For these reasons recruitment of the |. 


members of the Bar direct as District Judges-is not very conducive 
to the administration of justice. . 
‘Now [ may pass on to the third point ciz, Government Plea- 
ders, When I entered the Bar there was a common belief among us 
_that this Government Pleadership is the prize of leadership at the 
local Bar. When it is said hat so and so is a Sirkar vakil, tliat 
means that he is eminently fitted to fill that place because of hig 
sound knowledge of law, status and standing at the Bar. He wa 
thought to be the champion of the local-Bar. Now, Sir, it has 


% 


degenerated into a scramble for persons who want to have sinecure - 


appointments. It is not capacity, itis not-efficiency, but it is com- 


munalism and favouratism that count. We who are practising. -* 
against them are better off, In the interest of Government, in the 


interest of efficient adininistration of justice, the best legal advice 


focally must be available to Government. A Government Pleader ~ 


is expected to be above parties, he is expected to be above party 


politics, and he is expected to be very honest and just. It ought to 


be the prize of the leading member of the local Bar. Now it has 


Seasst fo ve Luat, and it is degrading. J‘wish the Hon'ble Ministér 
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for Law and Order would particularly coucentrate his attention 
upon this matter. It may so happen that some members of the Bar 
may uot wish to accept even this offer. But when itis offered to 


them and not to the man that seeks, they may accept'it. Seek out 


the man and offer it tohim. Theright man will be conscious of 
the duty that he owes to the Government’and to the people rather 
than run about from house to house, place to place and office to 
office with bundles of papers tucked under his arms sayiag “Iam 
the best man.” : 

Coming to the last and most important question in the adinini- 


_ stration of. justice—the Prosecuting Inspectors. Sir a visit to one 


of these courts by the Hon'ble Prime Minister would convince him 
that the role the Prosecuting Inspector's play in these Courts is far 
from satisfactory. Heseems to be the monthpiece of the Head 
Constable of the old type who gives him g banging at the back for 
every question put to witness and for every argument advanced to 
the Court. Thefe are a few who are graduates in law. Advocacy, 
as the Hon’ble Minister for Law and Order knows, isan art by it- 
self.. Whether he advocates a cause for the Sirkar or a poor client, 
it is an art in itself. They must have some grounding in the actual 
work in the Court- They must at least know under what provisious 
of the Law a certain offence is punishable; aud without knowing even 
the preliminary priuciples of the Evidence Act they are now lead- 
ing evidences in a case. It is not enough to open a case and then 
extract evidence from a witness by taking him toa Police Station. 
and giving him a thorough hammering till he says “I will say 
every thing”. But after this hammering the poor man goes to the 
District Court and gives a different evidence without knowing why 
he was hammered by.the police. He might have given the best 
evidence in the lower Court, Thatevidence is lost besause what 
the Inspector took from him was no evidence at all so far as. the 


- bearing of the case was concerned, so that at the initial stage of the 


preliminary spade work you want a man with sufficient legalacumen 
as 4 Prosecuting Inspector. These . Prosecuting Inspectors before 
they are let to prosecute cases must have a sound training, in the 
conduct of cases. In the matter of training my observations regard- 


~ ing the Magistrates equally hold good in this case also. 


Above all this, Sir, regarding these methods of recruitments, I 
am a firin believer in direct recruitment on the lines of what is call- 
ed the T. C.S, - Thad occasion to come actoss at least two petsons 
who had been Magistrates, one at Vilavancode and the other at Kot- 
tar. I- had the greatest admiration for them for their quickness in 


‘understanding and thorough grasp of the subjects dealt -with. I 


appreciate thatin that. young age the training they have had, 
They are splendid specimens of young officers who- are eminently . 
fitted to administer justice. A systemof direct recruitment’ both 
for the Magistracy and for the judiciary’in the way as is obtained. 
in British India would eusure the best talents of a country to be em: 
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ployed in the matter of administering justice’ between man and 
man, The time may come Sir, when judiciary may be independent 
of the executive. I believethat isin contemplation in all.the Pro- 
vineial Legislatures and until judiciary is separated from the ex. 
ecutive and the whole control of itis vested in the High Comrt, I 
submit the judiciary may not have that independence to do justice 
between tnan and man. I hope the day may come when we fashion 
the coustitution of this country when judiciary may be separated 
aud made absolutely independent of the Kxccutive.

liberty is the greatest punishment that can be inflicted on a person, 
if this priucipie is accepted, | teel Sir, our jails have to be improved 
considerably. Writers on prison reiorm also feel that there should 
be greater individualisation of punishment. There are criminals 
who take to criiue cither because ct their metal conditious or 
psychological or physical conuitions. ‘here are also criminals 
who take to crime because of eavirouiment aud social conditions. 
in this conuectioa i must point out and draw the attention of Gov- 
ernment to the fact that in the matter of political prisoners separate 
classification is necessary. We will have to accept that there is a 
section of the peuple who are arrested for their political convictions 
or, 1¢ maay be, tor their political activitics, whatever that be, there is 
a section who are arrested for their political couvictious and acti- 
vities. I feel, sir, that a separate classification is mecessary. ‘They 
mast not be grouped aloug witu criminals, 1am vol saying that a 
Separate prixuu sould ve created. But I eel that there shouid bea 
Separate ciassiiicatton whete polilicai prisoners are aliorded certain 
facilities, L might even say, a classification as A, B, and C would be 
in the interest of these persons. It has ulready been pointed out 
that our prisons require returm in improving the standard of life of 
‘the prisoners. 1 would suggest that the staudard of life of the 
prisoners should be on a par with the standard of life of prisoners 
outside, Once again, emphasising that the principle, that the 
deprivation of the liberty should be the greatest punishment, to be 

_ accepted. I support the motion.

Miss ANNIE MASCARENE: Sir, prison reforms are very necessary 
today as civilized countries in the world have taken up the subject 
very seriously. England and America are having schemes of 
Borstal School system by which persons above the age of 16 up to 
30 are classified, segregated, disciplined and siven a course of treat 
ment to make them useful and industrious men. In Travancore 
we had passed this scheme long. ago. The Borstal School Act was 
passed in 1120. Subsequently we passed the Borstal School Rules. 
But the institution has not yet come into existence. If by a course 
of treatment you can convert the criminals of 16 to 80 years into’ 
useful and industrious men, the Government of Travancore this 
Goverument rich with experience of prison life I would urge upon 
them in view of my experience of prison life for some years to take 
*he necessary steps and Jeave no stone unturned in bringing quick 
and effective reforms. Criminality, Sir, is a disease on the social 
structure, eating like cankers into the heart of society and defaming 
with moral turpitude. Reform in prison, rather prison retorm is 
an administrative feat of modern democracy. In a way it is elevat- 
ing a prisoner to humanitarian heights and ‘sending a gleam of 
light into the dark chambers of human depravity. In Travancore 
we have a certified school to train up boys up to the age of 18 which 
is the oldest institution in India. Today it is more than 51 years 
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old and the last roll number is 418. That means about 8 boys a 
year. We have established a system of organisation which could 
easily be converted into a Borstal and certified school combined, so 
much so, the prisoners who are between the ages of 16 and 30 can 
be brought in and given a training. 

In Travaneore the prison rules as they exist today have many 
defects. ‘They have been: dealt with by my predecessors but I 
should like to point out one fact. As a political prisoner in en out 
of the way place for the Inst 10 years, of T have had oceasions to dis- 
cover otnam entsfrom women who have heen convicted of theft 
ornaments after they have come into the prison more than once. 
What compels such a state of affairs we do not know. Before they 
arrived they were in the custody of the police, A prisoner is also 
examined at the gate in person. My conclusion after studying the 
situation so long is that the Police and Jail anthorities. at least 
their subordinate officers are in league with such behaviour and 
instead of reforming the prisoners, here is encouragement. Such 
cases have been taken up and the convicts had to be convicted 
again. During my lifetime in the prison I have noticed these 
things. Unless we bring in an immediate reform in these matters 
I feel that as political prisoners now come into power, we have to 
fulfil our duty towards them. Itis true the Government-‘is very 
considerate with regard to the Prison budget. I-would putin my 
humble word that they will pay at least some more attention to- 
wards the female prisoners left behind. They are not like men 
prisoners allowed to roam about even in the compound of the prison 
or hospital or the Press. They are confined to a limit of 13 cents 
where they continue for 20 years, if she is a life prisoner. ‘There is 
not a single blade of grass er flower to look at. Once upon a time 
there was a beautiful garden which was reared through the kindness 
of the then Superintendent. When two of us got into it for a few 
days we more or less appreciated it. After that—-I do not know 
whether as a consequence of that, that was found destroyed, and 
life there is as bleak and barren as a morntain top. I would beg of 
this Goverument to consider the case of female prisoners where 
they have been left for ages without a single chance of getting ont 
of the gate to see human life. At lesst select visitors should be 
allowed freely to visit them without the accompanyment of Jail 
authorities. It is a very unsatisfactory state of affairs. Radical 
improvement has to be done in that line. After all female prisoners 
are few in number and they should be granted the privilege of now 
and again getting out of the compound at least by way of going to 
the hospital or to the yards attached to the jail compound In 
addition to these I have heard a few speakers here mentioning that 
the prisoners are not being given sufficienteclothes. Iam an 
authority on the subject, Sir. being there for so many years, I 
confess that I got more clothes than I required really. The reason 
is that clothes are given to these prisoners but they are traded upon 
by those who guard them for the simple reason that poverty is 
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iting i their stomach. Therefore they carry on a trade with 

the teisoners I hope this Government will take immediate steps 
to establish the Borstal school system forthwith so that prisoners 
could be given better training and made as useful and industrious 
citizens and thus save humanity.

Ma. A. NESAMONY: Sir, Y move that the total allotment of 
Rs. 39,09,825 under demand XI-Police be reduced by Re. 1 to 
_ discuss the general Police Administration. 


Sir, our hearts were bleeding at the time when we entered this 
Representative Body. We wanted to make a loud protest to the 
world and to bring to the notice of Government out affliction most 
reluctantly and the only effective way which we thought open would 
be to absent ourselves from the first sitting of the Representative 
Body. Since then we have been trying to ventilate our grievances 
by moving an adjournment of the House when the Representative 
Body was constituted as the First Legislature. Unfortunately it so 
happened that the resolution, IT intended 1o move was not allowed 
by the Chair as it was not brought within the ambit of the provi- 

. sions relating to am adjourninent motion. The matter lay there and 
we sentin a series of questions regarding the attitude the Police took 
against us for the last eight months and odd and to our disappoint- 
ment we found that though the questions were admitted, they were 
never answered. An answer to these questions, especially question 
No. 276 in the list of admitted questions, would have brought to 
light the number of cases that are pending against us, the number 
of prosecutions that have been launched by the various Police sta- 
tious, the number of cases which have been transferred from one 
court to another and the number of deaths by shooting, the way in 

_ which postmortem examinations were conducted on the dead bodies, 
how they were burried, where their bones were thrown and the 
necessary belongings and ornaments have been deposited. No 
information was available to us in all these matters, and so I believe 
the Honourable the Prime Minister would#not at least move in the 
matter .so-that those who have lost their dear ones in this conflict 
may be consoled by the information that their dear ones had a 
decent burial elsewhere, perhaps away from the knowledge of those 
who loved them most, aud where the ornaments and their personal 
belonging lay deposited at this moment. Our attempts up to this 
moment to discover thesc have proved futile pecause we are not able 


eae 
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to find where the inquests are recorded. It is not my intention, 
Sir, at this stage to rake up old sores and create a conflict on the 
floor of this House. Time has passed and time has cured many ills 
and our festering wounds are now beginning to heal. It is up to 
the Honourable Prime Minister for Law and Order to pour the 
soothing oil on those injuries and see that they heel up permanently 
and not be a gangrene on our side, eating into the vitalsof the body 
politics so far as we in the south are concerned. 


Stories of how we suffered, how we withstood the tortures of 
the police, their guns and their lathies have now passed down into 
history as the history of our struggle for independence and freedom. 
It has been chronicled in pages of books aud more than that, it has 
been chronicled deep into our heart. Sir, the sight of a khaki-clad 
officer behind you—in him we find prrhaps new hopes to us in the 
south who had been accustomed to see officers like him but I believe 
his presence brings home to my mind thata new change has come 
on to that administration from this day onwards. I surmise so. 
Perhaps I may be wrong yet that | believe were true. Leaflets have 
been put into our hands, Sir, as to the actions of the Inuspector-- 
General of Police when he happened to be the Division Peishkar of 
Kottayam, and if that be true, Sir, | say any officer who abuses his 
position, acquires property, attacks the poor peasants and ryots, who 
can ill-afford to stand up against them, is a reprehensible matter 
and condign and exemplary punishment ought to be meted out to 
such people. It was brought to your notice, Sir, that the Chief 
Justice of the High Court of Travancore has obtained a sale deed 
of a Huge Estate for apaltry'sum. 1 heard it pressed on the floor 
of this House. That is a matter which ought to be enquired into 
and necessacy and exemplary punishment meted out. If this also 
be true, this officer who has held charge of other departments also 
had carried on various dealings on the part of the Gevernment and 
those dealings also will have to be sifted and it has to be found out 
how every purchase of property that he has made either in his 
ame, his wife’s name or in the name of his near relation had been 
obtained. Fiven a fortnight ora menuth ago it is said there was a 
purchase of a vast expanse of paddy field in Aloor pakuthy for 
Rs, 20,000, I believe this is the first appointment of a popular 
‘Government so far as law and order are concerned. Ifany one of 
these allegations, on evidence, be found to be true, 1 would request 
the popular Ministry to be on their guard and not he deceived by 
appearances. ‘They would dive deep into the dealings and the past 
history of persons before they are put as the heads of departments 
and especially of a department charged with the administration 
of law and order. However, it has been a curse to us in 
this State who could not voice forth their grievances, whose 
voices could not be heard, whose cries have been cries’ in the 
wilderness to make it felt that these officers are misbehaving or 
doing anything amiss. With a popular Government at the head, 
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it is your duty, Sir, to sift, to consider, to analyse, to study the past 
conduct and history of a person before he !s entrusted with very heavy 
respousibilities of administeriug justive between man and man, 

Secondly, Sir, more than 65 cases are now pending in the 
Magistrates’ Courts in south Travancore. A few weeks ago the 
cases that have been taken up by the previous Government against 
the State Congress were withdrawn. We were hoping that a gesture 
would be shown—a gesture of goo twill will be accepted by the pre. 
sent Ministry—by withdrawing at least these cases where eminent 
judges have found to be ‘stupid’, ‘exaggerated’ and ‘unfounded’, 
“These expressions are not mine but the considered opinion of the 
Sessions Judges who have had occasion to hear the bail applica- 
tions. ‘Those cases have to be withdrawn immediately. It is so 
well known thatin a struggle like this, false cases are foisted 
against responsible persons, even to the extent of foisting a case of 
pick-pocketing against an Advocate of standing at the local bar. 
hese instances are notunknown in the struggle that you carried 
out. Sothat, these cases ought to be withdrawn immediately to 
create good will among the communities there especially, when it was 

‘stated on the floor of this House that our struggle has been com- 
‘munal. May I semind this House, it was never communal. It has 
been communal in the sense that the police informers belonged to 
one party, caste or community and hence it was often thought that 
it was all communities branded together as one single community. 
If the President of the Vilavaucode Taluk .Congress Committee has 
behaved in the manner which a true sathiagrahi or a true person 
‘who follows the footsteps of Gandhi would, 90 per cent of these 
evils would have been avoided in those places. Itis only because 
the police took such people as their informers that all these miseries 
have been caused in these places. Iam not entering into the story 
of any of these cases, at the present time, but I would request you, 
Sir, to have a look at the X-ray photographs that are now preserved 
inthe London Mission Hospital at Neyyoor where one of the 
wounded had to be removed for treatment as the police failed to 
notice that another person had been wounded while they shot dead 
one Chelliah at Valliavilz. It would show that some missile had 
been used for shooting these people. It was once suspected that 
they were all metal pieces. Now they say those missiles could not 
be identified because when after some time an operation was pers 
formed on various parts of the body, they were not able to remove 
any foreign matter. So that, itisa matter for you, Sir, that when 
police resort to such extreme measures, they do keep within the 
bounds and within the law inthe way it should be and against 
“whom they are used. 

Now, Sir, so far as the direction of the police in the south is 
coucerned, we are glad to note at this time that the Tuspector at 
Vilavancode and Kraniel, have been transferred and also the Ins- 
pector at Thuckalai. But, Sir, I do not know the reason why the 
Inspector at Hdalakudi should be retained there, To create the 
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goodwill, those officers, who had been there in this struggle should 
have to be transferred, especially because, when we find in our 
experience that the Inspectors at Aramboly and Thovala had be- 
haved well during all these struggles and in their jurisdiction there 
had been no cases at all. We want people of that type to come 
down and occupy the post of Police Inspectors in the south. ‘The 
only Inspector that nowremains is perhaps at Edalakudi who had 
been there for a pretty long time. I shall bring to your notice at a 
later stage why he is to be transferred. Suffice it to say now that as 
he had been there for a pretty long time, he must be transferred. 

Now, coming to the Assistant Superintendent of Police, heis 
an officer who is not wanted any where. In your struggle, Sir, .. 

Mr, K.R. ELANKXATH: On a point of order. I want to know 
whether, on the floor of this House, to utilise vague recommenda- 
tions or speak in support of certaiu officers and condemn other 
officers is in order ? . 

Ma. PRESIDENT: It is justified, . 

Mr. A. NESAMONY: Iam advancing these as arguments as to 
how to create goodwill in that part of the land. It is well known 
that the State Congress itself has resolved on more than one oeca- 
sion that that Assistant Superintendent of Police should not be 
retained in service. If he is wat good for you, is he good for us.?- 
That is a siniple question, that I ask of the Honourable Prime 
Minister for Law and order. 

Now, Sir, there is the slow silent persecution by the police by 
their, what you may call, inactivity. After haying been very active 
for a pretty long time they now, soto say, strike work by being 
inactive and that has led to the active connivance of rowdyism in 
certain places. I may bring to your notice, Sir,a case of theft in 
a house committed by a rowdy who had a lot of convictions to his 
credit. He was arrested and keptin the lockup by one Police Ins- 
pector. Proceedings were started against him under Secticn 106 of 
the Criminal Procedure Code as he had nothing to fall back. ~ The 
Inspector who came up there released him on bail. He went to the 
man who lost the jewels threatened to kill him, and in return he 
chased him. The result was acase for an offence under Section 
307—attempt to murder—has been registered against very respecta- 
ble persons of the ‘locality in Marthandam. The man is now free 
and abroad, challenging every body who has to depose against him 
or challenging every body who accuses him. Four thousand rupees 
worth of jewels were lost and the result is now he stands very high 
in the good books of the police snd he has his own way. . 

Next, 1 submit Sir, isa case regarding the troubles in the 
Church of South India. ; 

MR, K.P. NILAKANTA PILLAI (Chévayinkil 1—General): Apart from 
facts; may I submit to the Chair, that when all these facts are gene- 
tally given, some of these cases may be pending before Courts, and 
"0 whether that would not prejudice the decision or trial of those 
cases 
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Me. A. NESAMONY: Iam conscious of it Sir, Iam not entering 
into the merits or demerits of the cases. I deal only with the detec. 
tion part of it. A man who has been arrested has been let loose, | 
don't think that is going to affect the case of proceedings under 
Section %0% of the Criminal Procedure Code. My friend wil] 
very well remember that it relates to habitual offenders. 


Now, Sir, with regard to dispntes that are going on in the 
Church of South India. This is a matter that has been placed 
before you, Sir, and I am not going to enter into details at this 
stage, because, I had the assurance from you, that this matter will 
‘beenquired into in detail and proper action taken immediately. 
But one thing, Sir, peaceful citizens have to be protected. The 
police should not simply take shelter under some pretext or show 
of a legal right and say that they are helpless in the matter. They 
are bound to respect orders and judgments of District Courts, of the 
High Court and of the Civil Courts, and effect ought to be given to 
them. Igivea simple illustration Sir. An injuction was obtained 
from the District Court, Nagercoll, restraining a certain section of 
people from not doing a thing. They now persist in disobeying the 
{ujuction. Now, if I ask the aid of the police they will say “you 
can go into the civil court and mind your business there.’ And as 
every lawyer knows, the only punishment is commitment to the 
civil prison which would be done after the evidence has been taken. 
But the police simply say itis a matter for the civil court. -How 
are things to be got there? What I say is, the police simply by 
their inactivity and finding out some excuse to be Inactive are 
adding to the difficulty, of peace-loving citizens in that part of the 
land. 


So, Sir, in conclusion I request you to see and it is the duty of 
the Government to see that all these old sores are healed up as early 
as possible and this Ministry has to take immediate aetion to see 
this is done but at the same time soothe them down as early as 
possible. 
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Ma, ff. ABDUL RAZAK: Sir, I wish to stress on three points 
vitally affecting the morale of this outmodelly department. In 
pressing them here, Sir, I know that the Honourable Prime Minister 
has that wonderfully clever ways of pacifying opposition, without 
at the same time budging an inch from his stand, most typical of the 
ardent student of the Gandhian School. But I may tell him on this 
oceasion that this time he cannot possibly satisfy the House unless 
he comes out with specific and catagorical argument on these points, 
First, l may deal with the way of keeping behind closed bars, 
persons imprisoned, even on the eve of the Independence Day, 
This Leay Sir,is rather unfortunate if not iniquitous. More so, 
when they are kept up behind bars without trial. When I say 
this much, I donot mean that under no circumstances persous 
should be taken into custody. All that I mean is this; if persons 
are taken into custody, they should be brought to justice, brought 
to trial, with the least delay or rather with utmost speed. Sir, this 
is the sign of all civilized Governments, Unfortunately, here in 
this country we are still struggling in the old rut of the autocrat. 
When persons are taken into custody it is said that they are so 
arrested ‘“‘for the safety of public peace” or “ for subversive acts” 
alleged to have been done by them. Whenever the propriety or the 
legality of such detention is raised on the floor of this Assembly, 
there comes the ready-made and age-old reply, without any hesita- 
tion whatsoever: that “itis notin the public interest to disclose 
the nature of such acts". This is extra-ordinary of any popular 


Government having any sense of responsibility. “At least 1 would 
go to the extent oftsaying....., 
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Ma. A. ABDUL RAZAFK: I bow to your decision, and I have not 
been disputing that point. All that I say is such things are being 
repeated in season and out season on the floor of this House, 
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Ma, ABDUL RAZAAK: What I suggest is that they are words 
meant to suit the autocrat, words deliberately designed in the 
nature ofaruse. At least Sir, these hackneyed and stale phrases 
cannot possibly lie in the mouth of the popular Ministers. 

Then I wish to deal with that special corps which has been 
instituted to please the whims and fancies of an artful Nawab who 
hag’,just preceded these popular Ministers, I mean, Sir, Women 
patie Borce, Tt has become a scandal and a blot on the fair name 
of women in ‘Travancore, and the notriety it has developed 
bears comparison, probably with equal force, only with a vulgar 
proverb, ‘Therefore Sir, I suggest that it may be done away with. 
It may be contended from the other Side that they are very clever 
and able in the art of detecting crimes. I may go one step forward 
‘and say, Sir, that they are very artful in haudling men, particularly 
the criminals and detecting the crimes out of them. But thatis no 
reason why there should bea women police force at all If that be 
the consideration or the justification of the Government for the 
continuity of the Women Police Force, we can as well. go in for 
Witch-ladies as in Ancient, Greece, and do the job perhaps more 
effectively. For the time being, we may take it for granted that 
‘woman can do no wrong” aud as such we shall treat that gentle 
sex gently, Of course Tam aware that there are certain turbulent 
exceptions of the exceptionally tender sex, And whenever Govern- 
ment are constrained to deal with such turbulent exceptions they 
shall be treated by men, assuming them, for purposes of the offences 
alleged against them, as belonging to the masculine gender. 


Then one more point and that is the point of all points. It is 
about the indiscreet officials anc corrupt and degenerate men of the 
Police Force. Warring a few exceptions, Sir, the whole Department 
is so corrupt that with this Department corruption seems to be a 
thing legalised. Therefore, Sir, on this point it needs no repetition 
on ny pait that it is so inefficient end degenerate that it requires a 
radical change. I would in this connection invite the attention of 
the Honourable Prime Minister to the reforms that the Bombay 
Government have in view, at present,

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Ma, K. SIVARAMA PILLAL; Sir, support the motion for the re- 
duction of the grant tothe University, !t is well known and 
widely talked of that the work turned out by our University is not 
satisfactory. Krom the pamphlet issued by the Vice Chancellor we 
have to learn that this was because of interference by the Legisla- 
ture.. It is also stated that University not being an autonomous 
body is not able to do the work satisfactorily. But from the 
speeches of the honourable members of this House what we should 
understand is because there is lack of supervision by this House, 
our University is not able to do its work satisfactorily. That alone 
is the correct state of affairs. From the different views expressed 
here namely by the Vice Chancellor ou the one hand and this 
House on the other, so far as the University is concerned, my 
opinion is that it must be allowed to function as an antonomous 
body beyond doubt. But the existing Act is ill suited toit, There- 
fore suitable modifications have to be introduced in the University 
Act so that the University may be above party politics. 


Here I wish to point out one or two features in the present 
working of the University . Firstly, a post called “Coutroller of 
Examinations” has been created for the University, a post unheard 
ofin any other Indian University. Secondly, the University is 
widely advertising fot the filling up of places as Professors and 
their subordinate ranks. In spite of bitter experieice of the quality 
of work turned out by the imported professors for the last one de- 
cade in our University, the authorities are again advertising for 
such stuff. In spite of the fact that there are efficient Assistant 
Professors in our University who could be safely promoted to 
kigher ranks and in whom the fate of our students could be entrus- 
ted for acquiring expert knowledge in the different branches of 
studies, the posts are advertised for. Again, about the proposed 
course of study for M. Sc. Botany, I have to saya word. I under- 
stand that orders were passed for the starting of Botany M. Sc. 
from the 15th of July last. Unfortunately that has not been given 

m effect to because the Principal of the University and the Professor 
of Botany had not decided on the ratio of girls and boys to be 
admitted for the course. Though there are facilities for giving 
instruction in that branch for 12 students, only 9 students are at 

» present eligible to take up that e¢ourse, Of that, 4 are boys and 6 
are girls and they could be safely admitted to that course. Instead 
of that, the Professor of Botany seems to have made out a statement 
to the effect that itis sheer waste to give higher education to our 
girl students and therefore their number should be restricted to 2, 
That view point has created a split-between the Principal and the 
Professor and a decision on that is awaiting the arrival of the Vice- 
Chancellor from England, After that, the starting of the course 
may be made final, This isthe state of affairs, Sir, the Vice: 
Chancellor and the officers of the University forget that so far as 
educational facility is concerned, there is no distinction to be mae 
between sect and sect ina University. All students are to be 
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(Mr. K, Sivarama Pillai] _ 
admitted. ‘They are to be afforded equal facilities in the matter of 


education and it was on that ground the first Grade Women’s 
College in Trivandrum was abolished. So then, a controversy 
should arise on this question between the Principal and the Profes. 
sor and for that matter to postpone the beginning of studies fo; 
M. Sc. Botany is really deplorable. I urge Government to look intg 
this serious matter at once aud do the needful. : 


Gir, I wish to bring to the notice of our Government an import! 
ant matter regarding the policy that is being adopted by them 
towards University education in general. During the discussion of 
the Demands for Grants on General Administration on the subject 
of reertitment to the Civil Services, Mr Nesamony urged ‘that! 
efficiency should be the criterion for appointments. The learne 

Yremier in his reply stated that though that 18 to be the ideal, in'the 
present makeup of Travancore it is impossible ‘to completely 
eschew commtnal considerations. Therefore we have to reckon 
with that view at least for the present hoping to abandon it in 
future. If that be the ideal of this Government, I ask why should 
communal colleges spring up year after year in our State? Sir, for 
1948 two colleges, one under the auspices of the S.N. D, P. and the 
other under N.S. S. have been established in Trivandrum. In the 
matter of educational facilities, in future at least, could not ott 
Government rise above communal considerations and abolish all 
communal colleges by taking them all under Government manage- 
ment.

We are encouraging education 
of our youngsters Wecontnel them to study. We wholeheartedly 
give every possible help to remove illeteracy. We compel our 
children to study. But what justification have we be hind us to 
compel them to sttdy a language which is not their own, ‘The ; 
principle of the compulsory primary education is thatit should be { 
imparted only in their awn mother tongte. In this connection | 
wish to point out that we do not adont a definite consistant policy 
through int the State. Sir, today, for the protection of our properties 
we have got snfficient laws to our aid. We, often go to the extend of 
fightiug for protecting our interest in our property. We try our 
Jevel best to keep it in our own custody. We fight for a tree 
standing in our property. We fight for the use of the fruit it bears, 
because itis ours. But so far as our children are concerned we do 
not stick on to that richt We treat onr children with much less 
care. The children are not allowed to study the language of thei 
parents. They are not allowed to educate their children in a langy- 
age the patents desire to teach them. Government should makea 
legislation if need be avainst such interference. 


Let me be allowed to point out that in my constitutency, 
Vilavancode taluk consisting of a population exceeding two lakhs 
and 18 thousand people, there is only one single community with a 
population of nearly 18000 which uses Malayalam as its mother 2 
tomgue All the rest belonging to various denominations are using 
Tamil as their mother tongue. I had sent several questions, some 
of them tobe answered during the last session and sonie to bé 
answered during this sessisn rezarding the number of Malayalam 
Schools and Tamil Schools established there Noneof them Hate | 
been answered. JT must point out that putting up more Malayatatt 
Schools in that area is an injustice done to the people using Tamil 
language In this locality more than 85 per cent of the people 
Speak Tamil as their mother tougne. All the primary schools 
established here for conducting compulsory primary education, are | 
Malayalam Schools. ‘There is one Inspector of Primary School in 
Vilavancode taluk who is very particular to eliminate all the Tamil 4 
Schools and Tamil Divisions in other schools. He hates the Tamil »% 
language. Therefore, I suggest that to regain Tamil Schdols 
a non-official committee be appointed for giving suggestions to Gor 4 
ernment as te how this Tamil language can once again be jr 
‘vodueed andencouraged. The Committeeis to work in Kalkulam, ~° 

id Vilavancode taluks, and certain pakuthies of the Neyyattinkara 4 
taluk bordering the Vilavancode taluk to suggest which locglities*’ - 
‘should have Tamil or Malayalam or mixed schools. They may © 
submit the report before the end af this school year so that these 
principles may be implemented at feast from the beginning. of the

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MR. K. SIVARAVA PILLAI: Sir, Iwish to point out certain in«- 
equalities in the matter of pay and as regards the anomaly in the 
rule regarding increment so far as the teachers are concerned, Sir, . 
for a Sanskrit Pandit in a High School, the scale of pay is Rs. 
45-60 where as for 2 Tamil or a Malayalam Pandit the scale is Rs. 
30-35. So also for teachers who have obtained licences to teach up 
to the IT Form, if they happen to be in a High School, the scale of 
pay is Rs. 30-60, aud if they happen to be in a Middle School, Rs, 
22-28, One more inequality is that the Headmaster of a Primary 
School gets a salary of Rs. 25, allowance of Rs. 5 and Dearness 
Allewance of Rs. 24 and thus in all he gets Rs. 54. Sometimes, he 
gets promotion and when he is promoted he gets Rs. 22 as salary 
and Rs, 18 as allowance; and by a promotion he loses Rs. 14.. Re- 
garding the Rule as regards increment there is one rule in the 
Education Code that ifthe average of marks tor a High School 
public examination of any school falls below the State average, 
then the teacher gets no increment for that year. The anomaly of 
that could be clearly seen from this. Supposing the State average 
is 44 per cent and if the pass mark is only 40 per cent and cent per 
cent of boys pass, and yet if the school average does not come to be 
44 per cent the teacher’s increment is stopped. Ifyou take the 
contrary case, more than 75 per cent may fail and the balance of 
25-per cent may get the maximum number of marks and raise the 
school average above the State average. Then the teacher gets an 
inctement, This anomaly must be put an end to. 


Now, Sir, a word about the Text Book Committee and its func- 
tion, so far as the. method of selection of the Text Beoks. I am 
very particular to show at present, that so far asthe Tamil Books | 
are concerned, the Text Book Committee and the authorities who 
have recommended books for this year have not ascertained whether 
those books are available in the market. We find, after three months 
of the re-opening of schools, from the last week’s Gazette that two 
Tamil books were changed owing to the non-availability of them 
and new books prescribed. This is seen in the Gazette dated . 
12-11-1123, and other notifications are also published showing what 
portions are to be studied and the portions to be omitted, Such i — 
the way in which books are beiig selected.. As regards the old Text 
Book Ccmmittee, the work was quite satisfactory. Regarding the 
present Text Book Committee, what we find in the reports in the 
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papers amounts to something of a scandalous nature also. So, in 
future, I would request the Hon’ble Education Minister to reconsti- 
tute the Committee in such a manner that all progressive elements 
be included in that Committee, and in the matter of selection of 
books proper care is taken into account. 


Sir, lastly, I wish to remind the Hou’ble Education Minister of 
the very serious allegation brought forth against him on the floor 
of the House. Sir, one of the Hon'ble Members of the Assembly has 
said that in violation of principles, and to the advantage of the 
community to which the Hon’ble Minister belongs, he has given 
licences for schools. That isa very serious allegation which we 
expect the Hon’ble Education Minister would justify whether he has 
given licences to such schools. In that connection I must also 
point out that the veteran leader of the State Congress Mr. Mannath 
Padmanabha Pillai has been putting forward suggestions that 
licences to communal schools may be given in proportion to their 
strength. Ifthis Government is going to adopt such a policy of 
giving schools in proportion to the strength of each community, I 
want the Government to notify that such schovls will admit only 
the communally minded to whom admission will be denied in 
Goverument Schools.

It Is true that those people may 
be very useful at election times. I do not forget it. Iam also under 
certain obligat'ons to them personally in election after election. But 
these people who are entrusted with the sacred duty of educating 
the young should not have resorted to the trade union method of en- 
forcing their demands. Therefore, all people who have a vestige of 
responsibility would certainly condemn this act of the teachers. 


T think it was Mr. Paul Thaliath who pointed out the mistakes 
in a partictlar book. In spite of the fact that I am an Ex-Secondary 
School teacher of ten years standing. I tried to correct one page 
at random.

But the most inaesthe- 
stic books are in the hands of children. Therefore, I request the 
Government thatin the years to come, Government would not only 


look to the contents of the books but also to the colour, shape and 
texture of these books. 


Theu with regard to the complaint about the University teacher, 
In fact as a member of a particular community, while charges were 
levelled against the particular officer of the University, it would not 
be fair to him. I would not have talked about him if he had not 
been talked about, By talking in praise, or ilof a particular officer 
we are putting that officer and this House to a certain disadvantage. 
That particular officer about whom wild allegations have been made 
is one of the finest products of this University. 


About admissions to the Colleges : It is not the Registrar that 
admits students to particular Colleges. ‘There are certain formulae 
prescribed. After all, the marks in viva voce are limited, If a student 
has passed Intermediate in First Class thatis no reason why he 


should be admitted to the Engineeririg College automatically. There 


are hundreds of First Class students. Allover India in Technical 
Colleges they hold their own technical examinations. They form 
an impression of the voice, personality and other things. ‘They have 
a vive voce examination and then they size ap and choose the boys. 
Thatis xot the fault of the Registrar or Professor or Principal 
concerned.. Therefore, I appeal to the Honourable members of this 
House to be more charitable when they speak about that,

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As one friend remarked in this House, which is returned on 
adult suffrage basis, itis not safe for us to sit in judgment over the 
University. In no part of the world does the Legislature interfere 
with the day-to-day administration of the University. It is true 
that in England the Parlament makes grants to the Universities, 
but they do not interfere with the work of the Universities. The 
cynics might say that these democratic bakers and butchers are 
sitting in judgment over the academic dukes and duchesses. This 
House should not make itself subject to this sneer. Therefore, I 
appeal to the House to have a convention by which we do not 
discuss the administration of the University.

RULING RE POINT OF ORDER ON THE 
PRIVILEGES OF THE HOUSE. 


Uk. PRESIDENT: With regard to the point of order raised by 
Mr. P. M. Varghese on the 18th instant, I make the following 
ruling : 


The point raised isin regard toa statement issued by Mr. N. 
Srikantan Nair published in ‘Kerala Kaumudi’ dated 17th August 
1948 alleging that the Honourable Minister’s answer, to ® question 
regarding the grant of bonus to the Chavara Mineral Workers, 
given on the floor of this House was incorrect, This is not a 
matter affecting any of the privileges of the House. The question 
touching the correctness of an answer cannot be said to bea ques- 
tion affecting the privileges of the House. Any action that may 
be taken, may be taken outside the House and without refercuce to 
any direction fiom the House. The responsibility, for the publi- 
cation of the statement, has also been taken by the person who 
published that statement and there is no infringement of privilege 
by the paper. 


In this connection, it has to be pointed out that it is open to 
this House to appoint a Committee of Irivileges to consider and 
make recommendations in xegard to breaches of privileges com- 
mitted by persons in and outside the House, and the steps that 
should be taken to vindicate such privileges. For this purpose, 4 
motion may be made by a member and ifit is accepted by the 
House, immediate steps will be taken to appoint a Committee. In 
the House of Commons such a Committee is appointed at the com- 
mencement of every session. (Read page 134 May’s Parliamentary 


Practice) The House of Commons also exetcise jurisdiction to 
punish, 
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The safeguarding of the privileges of the House and the punish- 
ment for violation of such privileges may require a legislative 
enactment. It must be open to the Committee to make recommen- 
dations in this regard also. 


LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS (NON—OFFICIAL )

every Indian State was competing with us, itis really a matter for 
congratulation that our Government managed to locate a fertiliser 
and chemical factory at Alwaye. Therefore this Government was 
very wise in getting the services of the ablest man in that line in 
India today who is considered to be the greatest authority in 
Chemical Industries. JI refer toone individual who has acquired

Therefore, even if it isa foolish venture, finan- 
cially a very ill advised step, itis in our own interests not to say

Ma. P. BALAKRISHNAN THAMPI: Not by such men as Mr. Muha- 
_ mmed, but by certain financial interstatal swindlers who wanted to 
create a panic in the share market and bring down the share value 
so that they may gamble and make fortunes out of it. Thanks to 
the Government and the public sense of the educated people they 
have not encouraged that sort of propaganda against an-indtstrial 
venture, [he Honourable Minister for Industries has ‘given thé 
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assurance that there was nothing to get panicky about this venture 
and the suggestlon that all is not well in this trade is not founded 
on any fact, Therefore I would appeal to the Honourable Member, 
the mover of this resolution to withdraw it. I do understand that 
there is necessity for Government to be very vigilant in an affair 
where so many lakhs aud lakhs have been spent. When I say that 
itis no disparagement to the present Ministers or to the Finance 
Minister. When I strongly urge that there ia uecessity for techni- 
cally qualified people to look into this matter, am not criticising 
the thing, For the matter of that, itis not only in this venture 
but in everything where anything more than general education is 
required, especially in a democractic Government based on adult 
suffrage, some Brain-Trust or a competent body of men who are 
versed in finance or industry or science 1s needed. I am confident 
that this Government also will utilise the services of such people 
not only for advising them in regard to a particnlar industry or 
trade but in all matters which require a specialized knowledge of 
certain things which do not come within the scope of general 
education. In the matter of dealing with customs, industrial 
affairs, dealing with the Ceutre, readjustment of debts or liabilities— 
in all these things, every Government might not only require the 
services of the people who are specially qualified to look into the 
matter but also give special training to thelr staff and Iam sure 
this Government weuld not hesitate to utilise the services of a 
permanent body, rather a committee of experts who may be availa- 
ble in this land. But one afternoon to suggest the starting of an 
enquiry into the basis of the various industries in the State aud 
say that all 1s wrong in respect of the Fertilisers and Chemicals at 
Alwaye wonld uot bea very wise thing. Then the talk will go round 
that the whole scheme isa failure and it will greatly react on our 
finances. That will affect all our finauces in the same way. I may 
turn to the expert officer who has just left us. Out of our magna- 
nimity he was allowed to render his services to the Dominion. 
Some such man, or I may use the plural form men, should be there 
to advise the Government in all matters wherever expert advice is 
needed, Without elementary data it is difficult to believe that the 
Government started on this venture. We have come to the stage 
of production to the envy of the rest of India. We can produce the 
most useful chemicals. Due to embarrassment of our partners some 
reluctance is in evidence to spend large sums of money. Herel 
refer to the Government of Cochin and the Government of Madras. 
We must not do anything or say anything which will give a tend: 
ency to diminish the value of the shares. Therefore, it will be 
very clear by this time that Ido uot substantially differ from the 
mover. The object of the resolution is to focus public attention 
on this thing. It has been achieved and I believe that in the larger 
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interests of the State the mover would withdraw the resolution 
after heariug an explanatory statement from the Minister con- 
cerned.

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"Mp. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Sir, I support the resolution moved 
by Mr. K, A. Mohammed. I do not findin the resolution any harm- 
ful effects by following what is intended to be taken by the Govern- 
ment. The resolution ‘simply says that the huge sums of our 
revenue are now locked up as shares in industrial concerns, aud in 
the budget on page 16 it is seen that the major portion of our assets 
only consist as shares in industrial concerns. Till yesterday we 
were condemning all these industrial concerns as working uunsatis- 
factorily and not to the benefit of Travancore. Sir, after coming 
into power, we ask the State Congress Government to inquire 
whether these coucerns are for the benefit of Travancore, and if so, 
to make them continue their activities. The resolution does notin 
any way, if discussed, affect the financial stability of our State. 
It is only by the suppression of facts it creates suspicion in the 

' minds of the people whether there is not something in a particular 
concern which is not to the interest of Travancore, Sir, it is 
highly essential that we should enquire what are the real assets we 
have got in that industrial concern, what are those industrial con- 
cerns which should be maintainedin future for our welfare, and 
what are the concerus which, if continued, would work to the 
detriment of Travancore, if so, they must be immediately put an 
end to so that we may not incur further liability on their account, 

One argument on which I- could not agree is the argument 
advanced by my learned friend Mr. Elankath that since there is a 
change of Government and popular leaders are at the head of affairs 
we should uot discuss these things. The logical conclusion one 
could take from this line of argument would be that we can even 
dissolve this Assembly and leave the affairs of the State to be 
managed by these popular leaders as they choose.

In introducing the budget for the year 1124 M..H., the Prime 
Minister had stated that the Government’s plan to adopt a policy of 
partial and catitious decontrol of foodgrains would have to be con-

ment in this regard before a final decision could be taken, and that 
provided there was no variance with the Central Government’s plan ~

India that, they had noticed with anxiety the recent rise in prices 
of foodgrains in areas which are surplus or approximately selfsuff. 
cient. They stated that though the rate of imports so far had been 
fairly satisfactory, the total quautity which they could import was 
limited and would, therefore, prevent them from givin g Pro. 
vinces and States assistance to the full extent required to counter 
the tendency towards rise in prices. The Government of India,” 
therefore, suggested that they should be consulted in advance about 
any important changes that deficit units might contemplate in their 
present rationing arrangements and procurement policy. 


9, As already stated in the budget speech, the first and foremost 
condition which had to be fulfilled before the proposed scheme of 
zonal decontrol and derationing could be introduced was to obtain 
an additional quota of 40,000 tons of rice to the State to meet the 
requirements of the population for the remaining months of the year 
1918. Being a heavily deficit area, the introduction of even zonal 
decontrol would notin any way reduce the overall deficit in the 
State. The existing scale of 8 ounces ration is itself very low and 
the balance quota of foodgrains due to the State for the year 1948 
would not be sufficient to carry on rationing even at this level with- 
cut a breakdown: not to speak of raising the size of the ration. No 
final reply has so far been received from the Government of India to 
the request made to them to supply this additional quota. On the 
other hand, the Government of India have pointed out that the 
supply position is becoming more and more difficult ond that they 
are finding it not possible even to complete the existing quota 
allotted to deficit units. Without obtaining this additional supply, 
it will be very unsafe to embark on a policy of even zonal decontrol 
and derationing in the State. 


8. Another point for consideration is the rapid deterioration in 
the food position in other areas owing to the steep rise in grain prices 
following decontrol. The recent debate in the Madras Assembly ou 
the food situation in the Province, the review of the economic posi- 
tion in the country py Sir C.D. Deshmukh, Governor of the Reserve 
Bank of India, and the discussion in the Dominion Parliament 
about the mounting cost of living are clear indications of the grave 
concern felt about the rise in the price of foodgrains and other 
necessary commodities. Hopes entertained at the time of decontrol 
that hidden and hoarded stocks would make their way into the open 
market have not materialised. On the other hand, with the lifting 
of controls, prices have soared considerably and at the present 
moment the price of foodgrains in derationed areas have registered 
an increase varying between 200 to 800 per cent of the price fixed 
by the respective Governments when control was in operation. 
The most important step taken by the Provinces to check the rise 
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in price of foodgrains was the opening of adequate number of relief 
shops whereftom stipulated quantities of foodgrains are distributed 
at controlled prices. Even though the number of rellef_ shops 
functioning in the derationed areas of adjoining Madras Province is 
almost equal to the number of ration shops which were in existence 
prior to decontrol, it is stated that there is no tendency for the prices 
to come down. Some of the deficit units, itis understood, are even 
_ seriously contemplating the re-imposition of controls with greater 

rigour. ; 

4. Inthe light of the above facts, opportunity was taken of the 
presence of the Regional Food Commissioner, Madras, in the capital, 
to discuss this question with him. The Regional Food Commis- 
Sioner stated that the effects of decontroland derationing even in 
surplus areas had been far satisfactory and that great caution was, 
therefore, necessary before this Government enbarked on any policy 
of derationing and decontrol in the State, especially as Travaucore 
was a heavily deficit area in food grains. In view of the uncertain- 
ties pointed out above and in view of the fact that it would be 
unwise at this juncture to experiment with a food policy whose 
implementation elsewhere in India has produced only very adverse 
results, Government have decided that the proposed scheme of 
zonal decontrol and derationing in selected taluks in the State may 
wait till conditions show material improvement and till the Govern- 
- ment of India lay down their definite food policy in the light of 
experience of the working of decontrol and derationing in other 
areas so far.

Mr. 0. GNANASIGAMON! = (Kalkulam Il—-General): 1 oppose this 
Bill not on account of any principle which it has enunciated but on 
account of the fact that it is impossible to give effect to this Bill. 
Now, what I want to impress on the Houseis that the Travancore 
Tea Control Act is a temporary Act and it expired by efflux of time 
on the 31st March 1948. We are now in August 1948. The only 
question, therefore, is, whether this amendment can be moved and 
given retrospective effect to so as to cover the gap in between these 
two periods. My submission is that this is an impossibility. For 
one thing an amendment can be made only in respect of a Bill 
which isin force and no amendment can be made ju respect of a 
Bill which has ceased to be in force: Also it will be seen trom 
Section 1, Sub-section 3 “that it shall be deemed to have taken 
effect immediately before the expiration of the 81st day of March 
1948”, I beg to submit that thisis a temporary Act and there is a 
lot of difference between a temporary Act and a permanent Act and 
_ this matter has been the subject of controversy here and elsewhere and 
hascome up for decision in Courts both in the Indian Dominion 
and in Travancore. I should like to place beforethis House a 
ruling of our Hon’ble High Court in respect of this mattar. ‘This 
ruling is found in the October part of 1947 T. L. R. on page 709. 
This Bill has been moved on the impression that Section 7 of the 
“General Clauses Act will apply and validate the whole proceedings 
in between Sist March 1948 and the time from which this amend- 
ment Act will come into force. This iswhatit says: “Section 7 
of the General Clauses Act only applies to- cases of repealed 
Statutes”- By the very wording of the Section, it is inapplicable to 
a temporary Statute, the term of which expires. . The above distine- 
tion between the cessation of a Statute after the expiry of the term 
for which it was intended to be in force and the repeal of a Statute 
by another Statute is of importance, in determining whether Sec- 
tion 7 of the General Clauses Act can be made to apply. 
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Later on they say, following-the Full Bench Decision of the 
Allahabad High Court that so far as a temporary statute is concern- 
ed, it expires on the date of the termination and no prosecution or 
anything done within that period can be proceeded with further 
than the date of the expiry. This is what they say: “As a general 
rile, unless there is some special provision to the contrary, after a 
temporary Act has expired no proceedings can be taken upon it and 
it ceases to have any further effect.” An offence therefore committed 
against a temporary Act must be prosecuted and punished before < 
the Act expires, and as soon as the Act expires. any proceedings 
which are being taken against a person will ipso facto terminate, 
As amatter of fact, there is no provision in the Travancore Tea 
Control Act to the contrary. So that, now that the Tea Control 
Act has terminated, it cannot be further extended by an amend- 
ment bill. Ifthe Government wants the Act all that they can do 
is to re-enact the whole provisions of the Travancore Tea Control 
Act. Otherwise it will lead us nowhere. For example, I can cite 
another case, ‘The Defence of Travancore Proclamation was also 
a temporary Act andin Section 3 A of that Act, it is stated that 
that Act will be in force for the duration of the war and & months 
thereafter. Asa matter of fact,on the termination of that Act, a 
lot of cases arose in the High Court as to the validity of proceedings 
then pending, and the High Court said that-after the Act had 
expired, all the prosecutions which were pending should also be 
terminated. WhatI submit is now that the Tea Control Act has 
terminated. Nothing further can be done except that the whole 
Bill should be re-enacted if the Government wants such an Act on 
the Statute book. In any event, this Bill, even if passed, cannot have 
any retrospective application, and fill the gap after 3!st March 1948.

Mi. V. GO. MARKOS: Sir, I am supporting the principle of the 
Bill. But, at the same time I would like to make some observations 
which may be useful to the honourable members of this House and 
particularly to those who may happen to be members of the Select 
Committee to which this Bill would naturally be referred. I do 
realise that there will be opportunity for making the necessary 
alterations in the Select Committee stage and afterwards when the 
Billis being discussed in this House. Nevertheless when the Bill 
goes to the Select Committee there are certain matters which I 
would request the Honourable members of the Select Committee to 
consider. Sir, the Bill proposes to levy a sales tax of 8 cash on a 
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Sirkar Rupee. That is what 1 understand. The Sirkar Rupee isa 
coin in imagination and the Honourable members of this House 
know that practically all the dealers and traders of the country deal 
iu‘Rupees, Annas, Pies and not Sirkar Rupees, Chuckrams. Cash. It 
is also quite possible that some time in the near ; future the Sirkar 
Rupees, Chuckrams, Cash, will disappear from this country. How- 
ever, as long as dealers transact business in Rupees, Annas, Pies, as 
they do now there is bound to te serious trouble in the calculation 
of Sales Tax on such transactions. In practice it will be impossible 
to levy the exact sales tax at the rate at which it is now proposed to 
be levied. 

Bight cash for a Sirkar Rupee when worked out comes to about 
33;7 pies. The dealers who are dealing in British Rupees will 
find it impossible to calculate exactly. It will be especially difficult 
in regard to small amounts. ‘They will have to collect either less or 
more than what is the correct figure. If they collect less they 
become Josers for the amount. If they collect more they become 
liable to be prosecuted. Therefore in order to avoid such troubles 
some lowest common coinage like Pies may be adopted here. If I 
remember correctly the amount collected in the Madras Presidency 
is 8 pies in a British Rupee. The dealers also have most of their 
major dealings with India. All considered it will be best to adopt 
the same rate here, expressed in terms of the Indian Rupees, Annas, 
Pies. 

Another observation which I would like to make is that the Bill 
itself is copied from the Madras Act. Apart from adopting all the 
hardships and discrepancies of the Madras Act especially as com- 
pared to the Bombay Act, which I do not want to discuss now, mis- 
takes have been committed even in the copying. Iam referring to 

_ Section 11. There is a proviso to sub section (1) whereby our Gov- 
ernment may exempt persous who are not registered dealers fiom 
the provisions of that sub-section. There it is obvious that a further 
sub-section was to follow. I may refer to the corresponding Section 
of the Madras Act. Section 8(B) sub section (1) and the Proviso 
to the same read similar to Section 11 sub-section 1 and Proviso of 
our Bill, But the Madras Section 8 (B) has a sub-section (2) which 
reads as follows :-— 


“(2) Every person who has collected or collects any amount by 
way of tax under this Act, on or after the Ist day of April 
1947, shall pay over to the Provincial Government within 

“such time aud in such manner as may be prescribed, all 
amounts so collected by him if they are in excess of the 
tax, if any, paid by him for the period during which the 
collections were made; and, in default of such payment.

Sir, there is another matter to which I would like to invite the 
attention of the Honourable members of the House. Between Sec- 
tion 8 Sub-section 3 and Section 10, there arises a confusion. 
According to Section 3 Sub Section 3, dealers whose total turnover 
in any year is less than ten thousand rupees shall not be liable to 
pay any tax for that year. Section 10 creates an anomalous situa- 
tion. Dealers who have a turnover of uot less than Rs. 7,500 shall, 
and any other dealer, that is to say those whose turnover is 
below Rs. 7,500 also, may. also get himself registered under the Act. 
By necessary implication of Sections 11 & 12, all registered dealers 
are entitled to collect tax. But under Section 3 sub section (3) only 
those whose annual turnover is Rs. 10,000 or over need pay sales tax 
to Government, I am unable to see from the Bill what is to happen 
to the amounts of tax which may be collected by dealers whose turn 
over is below Rs. 10,000 whether they are to retain the same, or pay 
over to Government or refund to the customers. The Bill, if referred 
to a Select Committee, will have to be considered in de.ail and may 
have to undergo quite a lot of amendments.

Sir, if 
the Government would only do that they will indeed-be hotly pur- 
suing the four great demons that have eaten into. the-vitals of our 
society, namely, corruption, bribery, usuary and treachery. In fact 
Sir, they would he resurrecting that brilliant piece of proposed 
legislation which my honourable friend Mr. P. T. Chacko has 
eaten up after nearly sixty days of careful incubation: For: this, 
Goverument need have no fear, but Iemphasise this point~they 
need to break away from the hold of the bourgeoise and master 
their Secretaries and their subordinates. This, I think, the Gov- 
ernment will not do, because they:cannot, as long as they remain the 
stooges of the bourgeoise. It is evident from the nature of the reply 
given to this House. 

HON’BLE Mr. A, THANU PILLAL:. What does the honourable niem- 
ber mean by Bourgeoise ? 

HON’BLE Mk. G. RAMACHANDRAN: Or what does-the honourable - 
member mean by “stooges of the bourgeois”? 

MR. ABDUL AZIZ:. May I know, Sir, who is-to answer the 
question ? 

HON’BLE Mr, G RAMACHANDRAN: ‘The Member who spoke: 

MR. ABDUL RAZAAK: I will answer both the questions Sir, with 
pleasure, ; 

Bourgeoise means all capitalists who may not necessarily be of . 
thé industrial type. The term I say, Sir, can definitely include-all 
the money bags Including the agricultural ones. Stooges-are meant 
indépraved language, to refer to boot-lickers. I suppose my answer 
at.once satisfies both the Prime-Minister and his- trusted colleague, 
the Minister fér prohibition. This, Sir, I regret to say Government 
will not, because they cannot as long as they remain the stooges 
of the bourgeoise. This is evident from the nature of the reply recei- 
ved on the floor of this Assembly when attempts were made for the 
elimination. of the leprosy of corruption. The reply. that we received 
on those occasions was in the nature of the flashiug of’ the whip. 
The ‘good sense of the honourable members of this House- was 
appealed to, and the dignity of the House, as a whole, was invoked 

“dn defence of certain notoriously disreputed characters in. the 
services, 

It was said again that mere wild attacks will not take us-any- 
where. They should be specific and pointed. In this connection 
I am tempted to surprise them with one question. Can. these 

’ Honourable ;Popular Ministers put their finger anywhere in the 
services and call it spotless or anything as satisfactory. ; 
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Mk, PRESIDENT: I wish to remind the honourable member that 
he has gone beyond the principles of the bill, 

Wa, ABDUL RAZAAK: Sir, I am only suggesting an alternative 
source of revente. _ 

To proceed, public memory is not so short as it is proverbially 
implied, for that fine piece of dialectics on State craft which 
the Hon’ble Prime Minister enunciated on the day he was sworn in 
as Chief Minister, is still ringing in ourears. It was then the 
occasion for him to preach that character, and integrity would com- 

eusate for deficiency in efficiency. 

HON’BLE Mr, A. THANU PILLAI: Sir, it is a misquotation. [ did 
not say that. I never said that it will compensate for inefficiency. 

MR. ABDUL RAZAAK: Isaid that character and integrity would 
compensate for deficiency in efficiency, not inefficiency. 

Me. V.0.MARKOS: Are they subject to sales tax? 

MR. ABDUL RAZAAK: Definitely, Sir. But Sir, when that long- 
awaited hour for the practice of that noble doctrine is come, we 
find a cordon sanitaire most affectionately offered by the Popular 
Ministers to these services of notriety. 

Ma. PRESIDENT: Order, order. Under standing order 82 only 
the principles of the bill can be discussed at this stage. 


MR. ABDUL RAZAAK: In discussing the general principles, I am 
suggesting one source of stire, good revenue which Government can 
cousider with advantage. I hope I am permitted to continue. © 

Sir, the irony of that noble teaching is rather sickening and to 
ease the tension of the disease, we stoop to light humour, In this 
connection, Tam reminded of the war time story circulated in 
Delhi circles with the frequency of a bad coin, and in the name 
of a war contractor's wife. Not long ago, the husband of the Madam 
was the President of a Congress Committee of some suburban village 
of Delhi, and consistently with the noble teachings of that high 
office, the Madam was trained to wear Khadi probably spun from 
the very magic wheel of Ghandiji, and to develop an inveterate 
-hatred towards imported and mill-made stuff. But when the husband 
of the Madam was kicked to the position of a war contractor, and 
subsequently when the Madam was for the first time led into the 
show-room of white-ways, with ofcourse cheap money in hand, 
and more important than that, with the sense of the ill-gotten 
wealth in her head. - 

MISS ANNIE MASCARENE (Trivandrum I—Latin Catholic): Ona 
point of order, Sir, What has the husband to do with the sales tax? 


MR. ABDUL RAZAAK: That requires uo microscopic observation 


Sir, particularly on the part of the hononrable member who happens 
to be a shrewd lady. ; 


Sir, when the Madam was led into the show room— 


MR. PRESIDENT: Oxder, order. I wotild request the honourable 
member to refer to rule 24 of the Legislative Assembly Rules, which 
runs as follows ~~ SO , 
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“The President after having called the attention of the 
Assembly to the conduct of a member who persists in 
irrelevance or in tedious repetition either of his own 
arguments or the arguments used by other members 
in debate, may direct him to discontinue his speech.” 


Ma. ABDUL RAZAAK: I was referring to that Sir, only by way of 
irresistible diversion. I hope I am permitted to continue the story. 

MR, PRESIDENT: You cannot give astory but you can discuss 
the general principles of the sales tax bill. 

Ma. ABDUL RAZAAK: I obey your ruling, Sir. That exactly is 
the position of our popular Ministers today. 

HONBLE Me. G RAMACKANDRAN: ‘The story having been cut 
short, what is the position referred to ? 

Mk. PRESIDENT: ‘The honourable member will continue. 

Ma. ABDUL RAZAAK: ‘The position of the Honourable Ministers is 
exactly that of the war contractor’s wife whose aversion towards 
the imported stuff went underground like quick silver. 

MR. E. P. PAULCSE : Was the honourable gentlemen in the show 
room with the lady? ' 

HON’BLE MR. G. RAMACHANDRAN: Does quick-silver go under- 


ground ? 

Ma. ABDUL RAZAAK: Definitely, if let out. Therefore, Sir, if 
our popular Ministers care to launch a scheme on the lines that 
I have suggested, there will be no necessity whatever for passing 
this oppressive piece of législation inte law. .With these words Sir, 
I oppose this ignoble measure, 

Mg. K. SIVARAMA PILLA! (Thevala—General): Sir, I oppose this 
bill, which embodies taxes on commodities as sales tax. Sir, it is 
the most oppressive form of taxation which any Government can 
nowadays think of. In introducing this at the time of the Budget 
speech, the Honourable Finance Minister when dealing with the 
sales tax stated as follows :— 

“In order to make good the financial loss due to the introduc. © 
tion of prohibition, I propose to introduce a measure of 
direct taxation, that is the sales tax.” 

May I, at the outset, submit that sales tax is by no stretch of 
imagination be called direct tax. By diréct tax is meant that the 
burden is borne by the person on whom it is imposed and cannot 
be shifted to another. This indirect tax, though it is imposed 
under whatever name, is not going to be paid by the dealer; he can 
entirely shift the burden on the consumers. So itis an indirect. 

form of taxation. I cannot understand why it is classified as direct 
tax. It may probably be because whenever we say a tax is direct 
it connotes that the Government is going to tax only the rich and 
not the poor. Indirect form of taxation is resorted to only if the 
Government do not want to tax the rich but want to tax the poor in+ 
directly in an ingeniows indirect manuer. So the object of the 
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Government is very clear, that they do not want to touch the rich 
and only want to touch the poor who are already poor in this 


country. 

Sir, in the Prime Minister’s speech also we find one another 
thing. The object of such a taxation, as the Honourable Prime 
Minister put it, is only for revenue. I may state that nowadays 
revenue alone is not the object of taxation With taxation we must 
be able to secure other objectives also, social, economic and political 
of which political is the most important. One of the fundamental 
principles of economics in taxation is that when we think of new. 
taxation it is to set right the inequalities of incomes, that is, tax 
the rich and give ittothe poor, Itis the avowed aim of all the 
parties, think Our aim is that Travancore in future shouldbe a 
Socialist State wherein there will be no inequality of incomes. But 
this bill instead of decreasing the inequalities of incomes only in- 
creases the inequality of incomes. Sir, the new taxation upsets the 
ecotiomie life of the country. When introducing a new tax certain. 
cardinal principles ought to be borne in mind which we can des- 
cribé in four. words: equality, certainty, convenience and, economy 
of which the first is fundamental and the last three administrative... 


By equality what we mean is that there must be equal sacrifice 
in-proportion to the ability to-pay. Once upons time when in- 
comte:tax was introdtuced, it was thought that by income tax if we 
tax -on-the income: that would be the most inequitable for, that is 
not the sure method of knowing the ability ofa man to pay. Se,- 
various other alternatives to income tax were proposed, aud finally a 
tax on expenditure was thought of in principle, that is, to tax the 
amount oue ought to spend so far as his needs are concerned was 
thought. to be the best form of taxation, So, commodity taxes and 
salés taxes were thought of. But everywhere it was found that it’ 
was futile, it was oppressive and it does not yield sufficient revente 
to the State. If sufficient revenue is needed, we have to tax articles 
of wide consuinption that is, stapple food alone-is to be taxed. Then 
only we will be’ able to get the: maximum revenue, By taxing 
luxuries we would be able to get the revenue that is needed. Only 
stdple-articles of wide: consumption have to be taxed if that tax is 
tobe ptodietive. A system of tax that was considered as-war-tax: 
acentuty’ago'by Huropedn countries was-stopped: as it was found . 
to béfitile and oppressive, and I may‘tell for the information of the 
Hotise-that ‘such a-tax exists only in Pérsia ‘and in'no other country: 
itdis‘in force. So, we have:to' sée-when a new measure of. taxation. 
is introduced as regards its effécts on production and its effects:on 
distribution. . Sir, as-regards: the incidence of taxation, it will de- 
pend ‘upon the elasticity of ‘supply and elasticity of demand. Now, 
at this time, we can-be ste that-supply is-very elastic atid demand 
is inelastic: So the entire’burdés is- shifted onto the consumer who- 
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has to pay the entire tax and not on thedealers, Sir, when we 
think of the effect on production, naturally, all taxes reduce the 
ability to work and to save, and, more particularily, in the .case.of 
sales tax, because it hits hard only the poor and not the rich. ‘So, 
the ability of the poor to work and save is reduced thereby making 
the poor inefficient and his children more inefficient resulting in 
economic loss to the society as a whole. 
Sir, coming to distribution, this makes inequalities of income. 
‘It taxes only the poor. It hits him very hard.and it lightly affects 
the rich, So inequalities are increased and we are taken far away 
from our declared aim. From the point of view of revenue it may 
be of some use. But fromthe political point of view it is the most 
unsound tax that would ever be proposed by a democratic Govern- 
ment, . 
Sir, coming to the provisions of the Act itself, there Is nothing 
original about it, We have closely followed the Madras Act in'pre- 
ference to the Bombay Act. My honourable friend, Mr. Malieckal 
has clearly stated that so far as the Bombay:Act is concerned it is a 
single point taxation whereas the Madras Act.envisages a multi- 
point taxation. In Bombay, -provision has been made to exemmpt 
sales made to registered dealers auld exports to outside of Bomibay. 
‘There is also one more exemption provided in the Bombay Act, 
Any article which is sold for the manufacture of other. articles.is 
exempted, whereas our Act closely following the Madras -Act -has 
made raw materials as taxable. They are not excluded. This 
makes the tax more oppressive. .Sir, for example, when the raw 
material which is taxed is manufactured iuto a-finished article for 
use it is the poor who consume largely the raw material which is 
sought to be taxed under this Act. Thus, the poor is doubly hit. 


Then, again, the Travancore Act is highly defective. One of 
the fundamental principles of taxation is that it must be certain. 
‘When a law is passed, we must be in a position to know what: are 
the articles taxed, what is the rate of taxation, when it will-be 
taxed, when it-is to be assessed, who is the authority to do this, what 
rédress the poor tax payer will get when the powers are misused. 
But here in every section, we find that rules are to -be framed later 
on at the discretion of Government, and meanwhile, the public is 
kept in blissful ignorance of all these details. Sir, if this Govern- 
ment cannot think of any other method of taxation; and if the Sales 
Taxis the only thing they could lay their hands on, then it would 
have been better if they had followed the Bombay Act which: is self- 
contained and. which every man can follow. 


Then, again, we are taxing on the total turnover of a merchant, 
thatis, on the amount of business he does in a year. If it goes above 
Rs. 10,000 the amount is taxed whether he is a loser or a gainer, 
So, taking into account the cost of living and the price levels ob. 
taining at present we cannot with any reasonable certainty foresee 
what will happen tomorrow in regard to these economic factors, 
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So, to tax a business man disregarding all these things, and dis- 
regarding the actual gain he gets on his business is most inequit- 
able, That is why in Bombay what we have got the taxable 
turnover and not the turnover as is mentioned in our Act. 

Then, coming to the agency, the learned Finance Minister 
stated that for revisionary powers we are going to appoint a Board 


_ of Revenue. Sir, I may remind the Honourable Finance Minister 


« 


the working and the fate of the Board of Revenue how constituted 
under the Income Tax Act. Now, three senior officers of our Goy- 
ernment, the Chief Secretary, the Land Commissioner and the i 
Accountant-General constitute that Board. These officers also 
receive Rs. 100 or Rs, 200 as allowance for this special work. But 
for the last three years, if my information is correct, they have not 
met, or rather they had no time to meet, If this is going to be the 
condition of the new Revenue Board to be set up it is doubtful 
whether the poor tax payer would get any redress for his grievances. 
Perhaps it may be true that these officers are overworked and hence 
do not find time to meet. So, in the interest of economy also it is 
better not to have such a Revenue Board. Moreover, it is quite un- 
suited to serve the required purpose, 

In the matter of evasion and collection of tax,I may say that 
more than 75 per cent of what the tax-payer pays will not be re- 
celved by the treasury, So itis more a waste of the tax payer's 
money than a gain to Government. On that ground also it is most 
unsuited economically to the country. Sir, the time for introducing 
this sales tax is not opportune. It was introduced with some 
success in some of the countries only at the time of the war, when 
we had large machinery and everyone was war-minded and nervous 
and nobody knew what was going to happen. But in times of peace 
such aa unpopular form of taxation as this sales tax is quite un- 
warranted by reason or expediency. Sir, we have got other alter- 
native means of taxation, if the Government is inclined to touch 
the pockets of rich and not the poor. We have got the death duties, 


the inheritance tax etc. By these more than the amount contem- 


plated would be received by the treasury and nobody is hard hit. 
Finally, I may repeat that this tax is not suited during times 


of peace, it is more expensive, more oppressive and helps only the 


- Collectors by way of enriching their pockets and not the Govern- 


‘ment. Therefore, Sir, on principle, [ oppose the introduction of q

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MR. P. S.NATARAJA PALLAL (Trivandrum V—General): Sir, when 
this House accepted the Prohibition Bill and decided to enforce 
prohibition in the country, it has-given its consent to Government 
to seek new sources of revenue for the loss due to prohibition, 
That isan inescapable conclusion of the vote of this House. It 
has asked the Government to enforce prohibition and suffer the con- 
seqtiences thereof, A loss to the tune of 79 lakhs has to be met. 
The Government of our country is so well-organized dnd its acti- 
vities so diverse, that unless sufficient funds are forthcoming, it will 
not be able to keep up the standard of administration as it is today. 
So the Government has to seek new sources of revenue for the loss 
sustained by them in one sphere of its revenue by prohibition. Such 
a situat'on arose in the Madras Presidency in the year 1999. The 
same policy as is being adopted by this Government was accepted by 
the Madras Government then. The Premier of the Madras Presi- 
dency, who is now the Governor-General of India, when introducing 
the Seles Tax Bill said that oue cannot find a tax ‘ more paying 
more elastic and more satisfactorytthan the sales tax’. That was 
his description, Sir, so much is said here that the tax is direct 
and indirect, and more oppressive than other taxes and all that. 
But one administrator who has established his reputation as an 
eminent administrator of modern India, when faced with the diffi- 
culty of devising a method of taxation consequeut on the loss of 
revenue by prohibition, pitched upon sales tax and described it as 
the most satisfactory form of taxation available. In that connec- 
tion I shall quote what one eminent economist who isa Travan- 
corean—I refer to Dr. P. J. Thomas—has said about sales tax. 
He said that it 1s not injurious and not regressive in incidence and 
therefore justifiable in the peculiar condition of the country. That 
was the authoritative opinion expressed in the year 1939. And 
such a tax was enforced at Madras. Most of the States and Pro- 
vinces followed Madras in that respect and sales tax is being 
collected all over India. If the whole of India chooses to become 
‘black’ by collecting this tax, I do not think we should be wise to 
remain ‘white’ by notenforcing this tax. We can afford to be 
‘black’ as well, 


MR. K. A, MAHOMMED: May I know whether all the Indian States 
have introduced this kind of taxation ? 

MR. P.S. NATARAJA PILLAI: I said most of the States and Pro- 
vinces. But I may say that I have not categorically examined this 
position. But there is not such au organised administration as we 
have in other States. That aspect has also to be taken note of. 

MR. K. A, MAHOAMED: Then may I know whether all the Pro- 
viuces in india have introduced the Sales tax system ? . 

MR. ?. 3. NATARAJA PILLAI: Most of the provinces ; Bengal is 
one. I am subject to correction by the honourable member if I am 
wrong. He is entitled to point out the Provinces where sales 
tax is in vogue and where not. To the best of my knowledge, most 
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of the States and Provinces, I mean most of the major States and 
Provinces are collecting this kind of tax. Dr. Thomas goes on to 
say as follows regarding the Sales Tax and its advantages: 


“The fundamental and moral justification for the levy of 
the sales tax is that it reconditions our tax system on 
sounder principles by broadening the basis of taxa- 
tion. ‘The levy of the sales tax is a part of the scheme 
readjusting the taxation burden on the people.” 


On that basis at any rate it was enforced in India. In the 
Madras Presidency it works out admirably well. A fear was ex- 
pressed then that collection on this score will be very high and 
oppressive and will yield a revenue as high as 25 to 80 crores. But 
in actual working at the rate of 14 per cent, the collection on sales 
tax came only to 10 to 12 crores. The basis of calculation adopted 
then was on the purchasing power. Iu India it was calculated at 
Rs. 50 per head per annum at thattime. According toa recent 
article by the Economic Adviser to the Government of Madras, the 
purchasing power is estimated at Rs. 75 per head per annum, 
Taking that as the index figure and calculated according to popu- 
lation basisin Travancore as it exists today, coupled with the 
turnover calculated at 4 times of the purchasing power, and the 
rate to be fixed at 8 cash in a rupee, our revenue from sales tax 
will stand somewhere below a crore. The basis of this calcula- 
tion is, the purchasing power per head per annum at Rs. 75; the 
turnover is 4 times the purchasing power and the taxation is th 
per cent of the turnover. By this calculation the tax will come 
somewhere to acrore as indicated just now. The House hag to 
realise that itis not an abnormal amount that is being expected 
under the sales tax. Asa matter of fact if we are to carry on the 
administration we have to think of taxation that will be necessary 
in the interests of the country at large. The authorities elsewhere 
have demonstrated their view by working it out efficiently in the 
Indian Province of Madras. That method may be thought of here 
also. Wecannot think at the present moment of devising any 
other new method of taxation to meet our necessity. There is a 
volume of opinion expressed by different authorities both econo- 
mists and administrators that the sales tax system is the most suit- 
ed and has worked it out satisfactorily. It does notin any way affect 
the progress or the mercantile prosperity of a country. In the year 
1939 at Madras there was a fear expressed that trade will suffer. 
Till 1945 it was worked.out very successfully. After the cessation 
of war in the year 1947 it has beex re-imposed in Madras. It was 
. expressed on the floor of the House that this sales tax was a war 
- time measure. Thatis nota fact. Asa matter of fact it came 
-Anto vogue in 1939 when Rajaji was the Premier of Madras and 
again after the war was over it was re-imposed. Apart from this 
wé may just look at the European countries, All countries are 
804/24, , 
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working ott the system of sales tax and that form of taxation is. 
complete success there as well. . 


Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Is the member sure of the fact that 
such a system of taxation exists in all Huropean countries ? 


wk. PS. NATARAJA PILLAI: The first country that introduced 
this form of taxation is Germany. Then France, Belgium, Canada 
and a few others quickly followed and in the present day the tax is 
in operation in twenty-five States of the United States of America, 
three dominions of the British Common Wealth, twelve countries 
of Europe and six republics of South America.” 


Me. K. A. MUHAMWED: May I know the source of that informa:-. ..,

wa. P.S.NATARAJA PILLAI: Jam reading from the £939 edition 
ofa book. WhatI wish tosay is that this is not a new thing iz 
the world. ‘ 


NHON’BLE Ma. G. RAMACHANDRAN: Is uot the honourable member 
aware that sales tax system is even now in existence in those coun- 
tries mentioned by him? 


Mr, P, S, NATARAJA PILLAL: That is what I said already. -I- 
have read out from a book the various countries which have 
adopted that kind of taxation. My knowledge about thatis from 
the literature that is in my possession, That is the latest book 
available on the subject though it is only the 1939 edition. T'here- 
fore the sales tax is nothing new. This form of taxation is in force 
in all progressive countries and everywhere itis working satis 
factorily. In our country too out of sheer necessity such a system: 
is to come into being gradually. 


Travancore as we all know is mainly an agricultural country, 
The bssic tax system, under which alow and uniform rate of tax 
is levied on all lands, was substituted in 1121 by a Proclamation, 
in the place of the old unequal levy based on class tenures and 
productivity of lands. The right of re-settlement has been taken 
away by the introduction of the basic tax so to say. The basic tax 
is levied at the rate of 4 cash per cent of land per annum. The 
minimum tax payable by a land holder in a pakuthi was fixed at 
4chuckrams per annum. ‘There is provision also to examine and 
exempt any class of land either wholly or partly from the levy 
of such a taxation, The agriculturists are greatly relieved on 
account of such taxation, The other major item of taxation is the 
levy of income tax. It is a direct taxation. ‘The rate also is low 
when compared to Madras. By way of levy of agricultural income 
tax the agricniturist is not greatly affected: Profits above a certain 
minimum are alone taxed aud itis no undue burden on the Agri- 
culturist. From Land Revenue our income is estimated at 35 
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lakhs or so. ‘Then there are only two major heads, one is income 
tax and the other is customs, apart from excise. We are eliminat- 
ing excise income by prohibition. Then there remains only two 
forms of revenue, customs and income tax. I would request the 
House to consider these facts and think of our future mode of taxa- 
tion. Thereis an opinion current now, that the Central Govern- 
ment will have to take up income tax and customs revenue for 
defence purposes, Irrespective of Province or State, every unit of 
the Indian Federation will have to contribute its mite for the 
defence of India. As far asI know and Ihope every one of you 
might have read from the newspapers about the trend of opinion 
and that is, income tax and customs revenue will become the 
sources of revenue for the Centre. <A portion of that or the whole 
thing may be taken away by the Centre for defence purposes, 
If so, what is ot source of revenue to take up the present 
standard of administration in Travancore. We have to seek other 
sources of revenue. But we have to see that the system of taxation 
introduced here is not oppressive I will now take the House to one 
or two passages of this book. 


“When there is a large margin of profit competition among 
the mercantile community would ensure the payment 
of the tax from the margin of profits and businessmen 
would retain the burden so far as they could and they 
would transfer the burden to the consumer when they 
could not possibly bear it.” That-contingency will be 
rare and thus this tax is not going to affect much the 
consumer.” 


Such is the opinion of an eminent economist of South India 
who has established his reputation. He had devoted his time and 
labour to the study of economic questions aud we have to go by expert 
opinion and knowledge in such matters. So this form of taxation 
is not at all oppressive though it is -a consumers’ tax technically. 
Wfafter all itis the profit that is taxed, there is uo burden in any 
form on the poor man, The point of view urged by the economist 
has to be accepted and I agree with his. views. 


We will take another aspect. Inthe context of the present 
setting in Travancore, our sources of revenue are limited. Our 
finance has been curtailed by the enforcement of prohibition. In 
view of the fact that we have to keep up the level of our administra: 
tion-and-to keep. the efficiency of the service in fact, a source of 
revenue has to. be tapped, There are public works activities, educa- 
tiqual activities, public health activities and so forth which need 
money. ‘From what source are we to finance these items of work? 
Indian Provinces aud “States are not spending much on these like 
‘Travancore. We.are enjoying certain amenities for which we must 

- . 
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contribute proportionately to the State coffers. Under these circum. 
stances, I think the House and the country will unanimously accept 
the present proposal to introduce the sales tax. 


Sir, I take this opportunity to refer to one or two Sections in 
the Bill and compare them with the provisions of the Madras Act, 
In Section 5 sub-clause (v) it is said as follows: 


« The sale of tea grown by the seller or grown on any land 
in which he has an interest, whether as owner, usu- 
fructuary mortgagee, tenant or otherwise, shall be 
exempt from taxation under Section 3, sub-section ay. 
if the sale is for delivery outside Travancore and del. - 
very is actually so made ;” 


I have to say this much, Clause (a) of Section 2 deems tea to 
be an ‘agricultural or horticultural produce for the purposes of the 
Act, This is in order to tax the sale of tea. But Section 5 (v) 
which governs the sale of tea Jays down that if the sale is for deli- 
very outside Travancore and delivery is actually so made, such sales 
shall be exempt from the levy. Ordinarily all the tea grown and 
manufactured in Travancore is exported by sea through shipment 
at Cochin Port. During the period of the war the tea was sold to 
the Ministry of Food, United Kingdom through the Controller for 
tea and in most cases payment was made in British India, the con- 
tract for the sale being also accepted within British India. Even 
then the shipment used to be in Cochin. Since the war, the tea is 
exported or sold outside Travancore, deliveries being made outside 
Travancore. So far as Madras Province is concerned export at 
Cochin, Tuticorin, etc., will be liable for the payment of tax; but so 
far as our tea is concerned this clause is likely to result in our not 
realising any tax from this source unless we modify the sub-section. 
The question of deleting this clause may be considered. -The appli- 
cation of Section 8 to this commodity may also be considered at the 
Select Committee. 


Next I will refer to Section 3 sub-section (4). 


As regards Section 4, that section makes the tax not applicable 
to (i) the sale of electrical energy (ii) motor spirit (iii) manufactured 
tobacco (iv) goods on which duty is or may be levied under the 
Abkari Act or the Opium Act. In Madras the above are specifically 
charged to Sales tax by the Act referred to against each commodity. 
Hence they areexempted from levy a second ‘time under the Sales 
Tax Act, We have to examine whether we are levying any tax on 
turnover under these Acts and then consider the question of dele- 
tion’ or modification of this Section in the Seleet Committee. Next 
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as regards Section 11, this corresponds to Section 8 (B) of the 
Madras Act. This Section consists of 2 stb-sections out of which 
sub-section 2 has been omitted. This may be an oversight. Subt 
section (2) may be incorporated as itisin the Madras Act. These 
are some of the points for consideration atthe Select Committee. 


At any rate this Sales Tax is a necessary piece of legislation 
inevitable under the circumstances prevailing today. There is no 
‘ other go but to enact such a measure standing as we are at present.

MR.N DO. JOSE (Neyyatiinkara IH—S. 1 U.C.): Sir, it is easy 
for any opposition to condemu a measure of taxation because no 
measure of taxation will be acceptable to all sections of the people. 
T would suggest that every measure of taxation has to be viewed 
from two aspects, which Government is moving it and for what 
purpose it is brought in. IT would refute the suggestion that this 
Goverument is the stooge of the bourgeoise I never knew till now 
that the meaning of the word bowrgeoise is the same as that defined 
by one Honourable member of the opposition. Whatever it is to 
call a measure of taxation a black measure’ is always easy for any 
opposition, and that is what the opposition usually does. When the 
measure of prohibition was introduced there was support for it 
from all parts of the House. It was pointed ont earlier that that 
has necessitated the introduction of a measure of taxation. I 
would plead that even though this measure has been necessitated, 
as long as it affects the common man, as long as it affects the 
poorer sections of the people more than the richer sections, I 
would call it an evil. All the same I would say that this is a neces- 
sary evil which has been necessitated by the circumstances 
prevailing. In supporting this bill, I would say that certain items 
have to be changed in redrafting this bill. I would plead earnestly, 
Sir, that provisions regarding staple food commodities like rice and 
food grains should be left out and only luxury articles should be 
taxed. I know that it will considerably bring down the tax. I 
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would plead with the Government that every soutce of revenue 
should be explored, for instance, inheritance tax or the raising of in- 


come tax in the higher grades. 


Another point which was stressed at the begiuning, but which 
was left out by other speakers, refers to a minor detail. Almost all 
the shop-keepers write their accounts or bills in Indian currency. 
In the bill provision has been made only for rupee and rupee means 
Sirkar rupee. Some provision should be made for this. I would 
again plead that luxury articles and ‘those articles which do not 
affect the common man alone should be taxed. I would again plead 
that rice and other essential articles of food should be left out. 


Mr. A. NESAMONY: I oppose the bill. Speeches have been made 
ou the floor of the House to the effect that a huge deficit has been 
caused by the introduction of prohibition in the southern taluks 
and Shencottah, We have been told by the Finance Minister that 
the deficit would be about seventy lakhs. I would point out that 
this figure is based on the income of 1123, A comparison of 
the incomes from 1118 to 1123 would show that the income has gone 
up by leaps and bounds in 1123, The income in 1118 throughout 
the State was Rs. 32 lakhs; in 1119 it was Rs. 41 lakhs; in 
1120 Rs. 74 lakhs; in 1121 Rs, 89 lakhs; in 1122 Rs. 150 lakhs; 
in 1128 Rs. 204 lakhs; and iu 1124 it is estimated at Rs, 159 
lakhs. The normal income of the State out of abkari is only 
Rs. 82 lakhs, which is the pre-war estimate. Judging from 
this it will be seen that it is only 1/8 of this income that will he 
lost. Now if 1/8 of the income of 1123 is lost, I fail to see why 
a measure which brings in 50 lakhs should be introduced now. Our 
Finance Minister has stated that it isa surplus budget. If that be 
so, where is the hurry for rushing this measure which is estimated 
to bring in 50 lakhs? Arguments were advanced to show that it is a 
regressive measure of taxation which hits the poor. With all the 
ingenious arguments on the floor of the House by some of the Men- 
bers of the opposition, J wouid rather coustrue them as opposition 
to the bill itself. Those are very sound arguments why this mea- 
sure should not be introduced and accepted. We have indeed got 
,uto the habit of crude thinking. It is said that Madras, Cochin 
land Bombay have got it. We do not know the couditions under 
which they imposed this taxation. Have the Government considered 
whether there are other ways of making this up without taxation ? 
Our attention does not seem to have been diverted in that direction. 
So I would suggest to this House that we do net grant permission 
to this bill but I would at the same time, suggest to the Govern- 
ment to see whether any of the existing. fiscal laws could be 
amended if you want any large income to push on with post-war 
schemes. There is no use of taxing the poor man with this piece 
of legislation but Government should go on for very big incomes by 
auch methods as death duties, etc.. which would enrich the State.

outset I may inform the Hon’ble Premier that he is not aware of 
the conditions in Thovala and so I wish to tell him of the situation 
in which we are placed. In Nanjinad, especially in Thovala, paddy 
fields are of nearly twelve tharams and the average yield we take 
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per year is only 20 kotas from one acre, This 20 kotas when con- 
verted into para comes to 220 paras and at the rate of value given 
by Government atthe present time the amount comes to Rs. 440. 
So much is the gross income obtained from one acre. Now, turn- 
ing to the expenditure side, we have to look at the custom of the 
place. We have to meet the expenditure for all kinds of work in 
kind. Froma long time past up till now, we have been incurring 
an expense of nearly 14 kotas which is 154 paras and Rs. 100 per 
acre. Ifthe Government is to allow. 154 paras in kind for an acre, 
at the rate prevailing now, the net income to an agriculturist comes 
to Rs. 40. That aloue could be the income which he may obtain. 
The Hon’ble Premier has stated that Government is going to allow 
only 14 paras for seeds for one acre of land. If that is so, we are 
only given 28 paras per acre, asking us to pay for labourerxs not 
in kind but in money. Iwillexplain. We get 126 paras. We have 
to sell to Government at the rate of Rs. 2 per para. To the labourer 
we have to pay at Rs.3 per paraof paddy. A labourer will be 
satisfied when he is given in kind one para of paddy. But we have 
to pay himin money value atarate of Rs, 3. That is the state of 
affairs and there is no satisfaction. 


Ma, ABDUL RAZAK: May I know whether the system of paying 
the labourer in kind instead of in money obtains anywhere in the 
South now-a-deys? 

Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Cent per cent in Thovala payment is 
only in kind. Ifsuch system of payment is refused as a conse- 
quence of action by Government to a labourer, I can boldy say here 
and now that from the next crop onward, there will be no cultiva- 
tion at all. Further a labourer will refuse to accept money but will 
be willing to receivé in kind. I will point owt the hardship. There 
are 126 paras of paddy which fetches value at the rate of Rs. 2 per 
para. The labourer has.to be paid for in money. The net loss for 
an agriculturist on account of selling at Rs 2 rate works out to 
Rs. 8&6, This is the real condition in Thovala. I put it to Govern- 
ment that with the loss of Rs. 86 will any agricnlurist be able to 
give Government with a good heart? Perhaps Government might 
say that price of paddy will be enhanced and all the gest of it. But 
my point is— 

HONBLE WR, A. THANU PELLAf: May I ask the Hon'ble Member, 
what will be the cost of cultivation per acre for paying to the 
labourers in kind ? 


Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: For ploughing, manuring, weeding, 
harvestilg and threshing we pay 126 paras per year for both the 
crops. If we pay cash instead of in kind—~ 


HON'BLE MR. A THANU PILLAT: What is the expense for one 
acre capacity of land for ane cultivation season ? 
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Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: We have ta spend about-— - 
NON’BLE Wr. A. THANU PILLAI: I want to kuow in terms of para 
measure. 


Wir. K. SIVARAMA PILLAL: It comes to nearly 7 kotas according 
to our measure, , 


HOWBLE MR oA. THANU PILLAL: That is abnormal. 

Ma. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: As far as para measurement goes it 
is a new thing introduced in that part for ration system. We have 
known of marakkal system only for centuries past instead of para 
measure. For owe acre the normal expenditure is 7 kotas and 
Rs. 50. oe, 

HOWBLE fis. A. THANU PILLAI: Is it per season? 

Ma. K. SIVARABMA PILLAi: Yes. For one year for an acre 14 
kotas and Rs 100 is the expense. Perhaps it may surprise the 
Hon’ble Premier. But if he wonld come to those places and enquire, 
he will not at all be surprised about the cost. Then he will surely 
be in a position to know the realities in that matter, 

HON'BLE MR. K. Mi. KGRAH: May I know, what the expense is 
for ploughing on one acre ? 

MA. RK. SIVARAMA PILLAI: On one acre, ploughing has to be 
done at least 7 times. At-the rate of Rs. 3 for ploughing once, the 
expense for that is Rs. 21. ; 

HON'BLE Mi. K. M. KORAH: If you meet thatitem by payment in 
kind what will be the expenditure therefor ? 

Ma. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: It comes to nearly 10 paras. 

HON’BLE Mik. K. M. KORSH: Taking payment in kind as standard, 
may I know what will be spent for seed ? 

Ma. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Generally for that what is done is, 
one kota of paddy is taken and dried. It is reduced to 18 marakkals, 
Out of this 15 marakkals are used for sowing purposes, the balatice 
being spent for expenses thereof. For each crop we sow nothing 
less than this, . 

HON’BLE We, K. M. KORAH: What will be the expense towards 
wages if payment in kind is resorted to on one acre? 

Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Per crop 77 paras and nearly Rs, 50, 

HON’BLE Mr. K. WW. KORAH: Under what-all items do such ex: 
, petses come in? ' ; 

dk, K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Ploughing. manuring, weeding and. 
harvesting are the categories of work for which expenses in kind 
have to be meted out. 

HON’BLE Mi. K. M. KORAN: May I -know whether you ate pays 
ing wages for threshing? . 

Mr. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Yes. 

HON’BLE Ma, K. M..KORAN; What is the expense for that on 
ONE acre 2. - 


. 
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Me. K, SIVATAMA PILLAi: We categorise that as one kooru 
or three-fourths kooru as the case may be in accordance with yield. 
In proportion to the yield from land we may spend towards that 
item of work. For the information of the Hon’ble Minister I may 
say that so far as Thovala is concerned, for harvesting and thresh- 
ing, people from Kalkulam and Vilavaucode have to come. If they 
are not paidin kind, they refuse to come for that kind of work. 
Without them it is absolutely impossible to effect harvest. 

HON’BLE Mz. X. M, KORAH: What will be the quota alloted for 
harvesting and threshing out of the yield on one acre? 

ma, K. SIVAR#MA PILLAI: The whole thing will be measured ont 
first and a proportionate share may be set apart. Say for 21 kotas 
yield, one kota will be distributed in the case of one ‘koorw’. If it is 


. three-fourths. the rate will be in proportion. In our place one kota 


is understood as 21 marakkals. Ona rough calculation it comes to 


iI paras. 
Ma. ABDUL RAZAK: Is this an art of confounding confusion? 


(Laughter .) 

Ma. K. SIVAR/MA PILLAI: Y would only request the Hon’ble 
Premier to come with me to every village in our place and confer 
with the old people there in this matter. No useful purpose will be 
served by enquiring of young people for this matter who will only 
say something or other as my hon’ble friend has just now remarked. 
We have to learn about this matter from people who have put in 40 
or 50 years experience in this line when alone the custom obtaining 
could be understood. Imay add one more information at this 
juncture. Lhe Government were running a farm at Thirupathisaram 
for some time. As it was found to be impossible the Government 
leased it out to a person. The result is that for 2 to 3 years Govern- 
ment were heavily losing for want of yield. 

MR. A, CHIDAWBARANATHA KADAR: Saaar Ggremter sr guards

“Mt. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: At the outset I said that I can only 
picture about Thovala in this matter. When we heard of the news 
of de-control, naturally it caused us anxiety. I can assure here and 
now that people in Thovala will only get less price, because they 
cannot sell ata higher price for the following reasons. In most 
places in India, due to effects of de-control, it is likely that abnormal : 
prices may be got. But after the advent of the Vellala Regulation 
‘and a few others of like kind, when holdings were partitioned, we 
cannot find a dozen people who are in possession of more than say 
10 acres of land. In Thovala almost cent per cent of the people are 
agriculturists in the form{ of owners, lessees or employees of agricul: 
turists. For these people there is uo business other than this. So 
in the nature of things I wished to approach the Hon'ble Premier 
and enquire that if de-control is effected in those places, could not

paddy voluntarily surrendered to Government be purchased by 
opening a few grain shops for dealing with excess paddy 
when alone it will be possible to keep up the prices under control 
especially when Rs. 40 is considered as the net income earned 
on one acreof land. Again, that. area is surrounded on three 
sides by high mountains and on the fourth there is strict checking ; 
so much so, paddy could not be taken outside. As for that matter, 
my hon’ble friends need not worry themselves in the fact that paddy 
will be sold out in black market. ‘ 

HON’BLE M3. A. THANU PILLAI: What is the rent that is usually 
given to absentee paddy land owners per crop? 

o Mt. kK. SIVARAMA PILLAL The maximum that we get is 20 
kotas per year and the minimum is 6 kotas from one acre of land 
per year. Therefore— 

HOW’BLE Mr. A. TRANU PILLAI; How much of that is effected as 
payment ? : 


Mz. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: 5o per cent of that per crop. 

HON’BLE Mz. A. THANU PILLAI: Am I to take it that if you 
yourself cultivate land, you will get only Rs. 40 on one acre. 

ml DM3. K. SIVARSMA PILLAI: * Yes, . 

HON'BLE Mz. A. THANY PILLAI: Then how is it that the lessee 
pays so much to the absentee owner? Ishe giving so much from 
his other sources? 

1 UE. K. SIVATAMA PILLA!: The lessees work for all the days in. 
a year. What they get is straw and some bare maintenante. For 
the absentee land owner they are giving the entire yield. This is, 
the practice obtaining there. 

HON’BLE MR. A, THANU PILLAI: The hon’ble member has stated 
that Rs. 40 per acre is the net gain earned after meeting expenses 
towards cost of labour and seed. Am right? 

Ma. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Yes. 

HON’BLE Mz. A. THANU PILLAI: How much is that in kotas? 

MR. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: 2 kotas. ‘ 

HON’BLE Me. A. ThANU PILLAI: That is to say, according to 
you what surplus is left after meeting cultivation expenses and that 
for seed will come to only 2 kotas of paddy per annum on one acre. 
Am I right? 

Mz. K. SIVARAMA PILLAI: Yes, provided one takes to cultivate 
the land by himself. 

HON'BLE Mi. A. THAWU PILLLAI: Sir, this is something impos- 
sible I should say. 

Mr. K. SIVARAYA PILLA': Iwill further explain. If I take to 
cultivation myself, I do not go for ploughing. I have to pay for it 
as well as for. weeding. The lessees effect no payment in kind for 
such work— . 
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HON’BLE Wr. A. THANY PILLAl: Even then, calculation ap- 
pears to be somewhat interesting. Then what is the approximate 
price for straw obtained from one acre of land? . 

MR. K. SIVARAWA PILLAI: Rs. 40°20 bundles at Rs. 2 could be 


worked. ; 
Then coming to conditions in other parts, there are no large 
holdings tothe generality of the population immediately after har- 
vest. More than 90 per cent. have to dispose of paddy for cultivation 
purposes as also to purchase other necessaries of life. One of the 
circumstances that raised the price of paddy in Madras was, that 
there were people to hoard paddy. TYhat was the statement of the 
Honourable Minister there. Even now price is steadily increasing 
in those areas. For the Minister’s information I may say that 
there are people who own thousands of acres even up to 6000 acres 
who can naturally afford to hoard. In those parts we cannot find 
more than one who holds 100 acres and above. 90 per cent of the 
people in general may, be in possession of 10 acres and below. Such 
people will have to dispose of paddy immediately after harvest for 
purchasing their daily necessities of life. Therefore, there is uo 
question of hoarding of paddy at all in such cases. _Now, so long 
as Government have unequivocally stated that there is no de-control 
in Tovala and the neighbourhood, f need not argue that any 
further. ’ : 

HOWBLE fz. A. THANU PILLAI: At least for my information 
may I know the perceutage of cultivators in those parts who own: 
less than € acres? 

wx. K- SIVARAMA PILLAI: More than 60 per cent of people will 
come under that. Less than one acre will be in the possession of 
40 per cent of the people.

Mr. Kk. SIVARAMA PILLAI: I started by saying that I cau lay 
claim only to conditions prevailing in Tovala Taluk. Knowing 
the matter fully well ¥ said about the conditions in one particular 
Taluk. So if we accept the generality of conditions throughout 
Travancore, some places will be eased and some hit hard. So 
accatding to local conditions, different methods will have to be 
adopted and not one method for all places which will hit hard one 
place or other in the scheme of things. 

Mx. RK RAW: Willitnot be true to: say that conditions in 
Tovala prevail in like degree in Agastiswaram as well? 

_ MR. K. SIVARAMA PILLAl: Since the- honourable member has 
knowledge about this he can estimate about his own taluk. Iam. 
not competent to speak on this question so far as that area is 
coucerned. 

Now asthe Goverumient is positive on the matter that de- 
control will not be effected and that the system of control is in the 
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best interests of Travancore as a whole, Iwill next pass on to the 
question of procttrement and refer to the best method possible in 
that line. The system prevailing is the taking of settlement 
attom. That has to be modified. In its place excess paddy alone 
should be collected by Government. We want data for that which 
cau only be through ration cards. But Government are aware that 
so far as Tovala is concerned, more than 90 per cent of the people 
ossess no ration cards. The Government have not issued cards. 
-My information is that there are only one or two ration shops in 
certait areas whereas a najority do not even contain them. So only 
by issuing ration cards, excess can be easily ascertained. That alone 
is a practical proposition, 
Mr. K. A. GANGADNARA MENON (Nedumangad I-—-General): Is it 
difficult to calculate ration for a family on the basis of units that 
are now allowed to adults and non-adults? 


«, MR. K, SIVARAMS PILLAE: So long as there are no ration cards, 
there is difficulty in the matter. For practical’ purposes it will 
take an year to work out that scheme. All the people must first 
apply to the Tahsildar who has to verify which means time. Then 
“he has to calculate By the time all such process is undertaken 
the question of contro] or de-control will cease to have any oper- 
ation. ; 

Ma. K. AL GANGADHARA MENON: Yam referring to the practicabi- 
lity of finding ont each family easily when paddy is taken from the 
_ persons by Government. 

Ma. K. SEVAR/MA PILLAE: ‘That can be calculated easily no doubt. 
But what of the agency for that So I would suggest for the con- 
sideration of Government one or two points 


Sir, what I would suggest for the consideration of the Honour- 
able Minister is that those who own. one acre and below of 
paddy field be exempted from payment of any paddy—either settle- 
ment,or the excess. Then above that quantity, notice may be issued 
to them to pay at the settlement rate or on any gradation scale 
which the Government thinks fit. We should be allowed to pay 
that to the officers concerned Any how, the present practice of the 
Proverthicars going to each house, at times when there is nobody 
and locking up the store-rooms and going away is bad. To open 
the rooms, we lave to send petitions after petitions and three months 
or four months hence he comes and finds the paddy is completely 
rotten and then leaves it and goes away. To avoid such things, tor | 
each pattadar, let a notice be issued by the authorities, fixizg ade- 
finite quota as regards payment and getting it. measured at whatever 
convenient place Government thinks fit. Without such a notice of 
demand, asking people to go from house to house and get it, will 
only oppress the poor people and I may say that in none of the rich 

- people’s houses these officers are going to enter or worry them. It 
is only the poor people that are hard hit by the original method of

Then sgain, Sir, we find a lot of difficulties for the workers 
who are engaged in harvesting, threshing, etc., who’ do jnot belong 
to the Thovala Taluk but come from other Taluks. They ae given 
in kind. The Government also knows that because notifications 
were issued that the Tahsildars are entitled to give permit to them 
to take their.wages home. But the difficulty that is experienced 
is that the workers have to wait,sometimes for more than a week, 
to get their wages, and the result is that at the time of harvesting, 
the people have to run here and there to fetch workers promising 
Javishly that they will get the permit soon after the harvest is over 
and that they can go, Every year we are renewing the promise but 
are unable to carry it out. So at least for those who are bona fide 
workers who actually work, easier methods of calculating the wages 
must be fornd out.’ 

Then again, [come to an open secret which could not ba 
denied. We can always find people taking small quantities on their 
heads to various places either as wages or given by somebody. The 
major portion of the crime by the officers concerned is that for the 
quantities which are seized by them there will beno account, 
Though forfeited to the Government, it does not find “a place 
on the records. So, bona fide workers should not be troubled 
on any account by the Government if they take small quantities: 
‘Therefore, cousidering these difficulties, I hope the Honourable 
Food Minister will consider the situation, go to the site, and know 
it from his own experience and then decide upon what course is to 
be followed in, each place.

MOTION RE. FOOD SITUA'TION IN THE STATE 1425 


Wr. P. S. NATARAJA PILLAI: Evvery individual is entitled to hold 
his own opinion, But I was only expressing the impression I got 
of the debate. The only matter which I wish to bring to the notice 
of this House is that we have to maintain control for some time 
more, I request the House to think about the implications of this 
decision. It is an abnormal situation, When we decided to bring 
control it was an abnormal situation and we had to find out a 
method to tide over that situation, I would like this House to rem- 
ember what the Study Group of the Food and Agricuitural Organi- 
satiou of the United Nations stated in their report which they 
published recently. They say that it appears probable that the 
chronically deficit countries like India, China, Japan, Malaya and 
Ceylon will continue to experience acute shortage of rice for at least 
for the next four years from [947 inspite of the anticipated increase 
of production in surplus areas, Itis believed that we will have a 
total production in the year 1950 or 1951 of about 3,5 million tons 
which will be less than the repuirements of the rice consuming area 
by half a million ton, ‘Therefore the anticipated production of rice 
will not be sufficient to meet the requirements of the world. The 
Prime Minister has already informed the House, thal we have to get 
40 thousand tons more to keep up the present ration. Travancore is 
a deficit country and to meet the deficiency, about a 60 per cent 
deficit we will have to procure from outside. We are having 
an § ozs. ration for every adult in the State under the State-wide 
rationing scheme. This is met by import and local procurement. 
If you look into the procurment figures, you will see that procure- 
ment under Settlement Pattom is the major item in procurement. 
For the years from 111% to 1123, 1 will just give you the procures 
ment figures on settlement pattom and the procrrement of excess, 
In 1119, the procurement under the Settlement Pattom was 73 lakhs 
of paras, and the procurement under exzess was 26 lakhs of paras. 
In 1120, 68 lakhs of paras come under procurement and 18 lakhs 
under excess. In 112! the figures come to 61 lakhs and 2 lakhs; in 
1122, 76 lakhs of Paras and 19 lakhs of paras,andin 1123 it is 66 
lakhs of paras andg lakhs of paras. From these figures, it will 
be seen that the procurement under settlement pattom will be some- 
where between 80 and 90 lakhs of paras per year, ;

ms, P.S, HATARAJA PILLAI: May be. Sir, {donot know exac- 
tly. As far as the rules are concerned, if I have understood it cor- 
rectly, we have to pay the Settlement Pattom aud the excess, Under 
the old Rules, every land holder is bound to submit returns of the 
stock of paddy he has with him. That rule has not been repealed. 
I think the Government must be able to inform the House whether 
every land holder is submiting his returns for stock showing the 
excess hehas. Uuless he does this he is liable to be punished under 
the rules. We had a set of Rules by means of which we are able to 
do all these things but they are dead letters to day. The Revenue 
Department must know the quantity that has been produced and 
realised from every cultivator. Therefore, Sir, if the procurement 
js to be effective and if we are to meet our demands we must have 
well recognised Rules of Procurement. 

As suggested, if a Committee is appointed that will lead to cor- 
ruption. The method of giving discretion to officers will also cause 
greater trouble and vexetion. Both these inethods will lead to cor- 
ruption nepotism and leakage. Asa final result, Government will- 
lose a large quantity of paddy for rationing. Now we have about 28 
thousand tons of paddy as procurement. 

HON'BLE Mx. A, THAWU PILLAI: We have about 50 thousand 
tons, 

Ain. ©, S, HATARAIA PELLAT: My calculation was for each crop. 
Nearly 50 thousand tous of paddy we are getting by procurement per 
year. We are importing every year 2 4 lakhs allotted to us. Then 
again 40 thousand tons will be the deficit quantity. We are not 
anticipating maximum manure procurement If we do not take settle- 
ment pattom we will be losing t lakh tons’ How are we to meet 
this situation? We have to maintain 8 ounces ration and statutor- 
ily we are bound to supply it to every adult under the Law. So 
much has been said about the difficulty of the cultivator and I see 
there is real hardship, But there is one economic factor. With the 
increase of necessities of life wages’ also williucrease. We are now 
in a vicious circle we cannot light heartedly decide to increase the 
price of land. That iswhy Government of India has made suggestion 
to appoint an expert committee to control the prices and the circula- 
tion of money as well, Theincrease in prices of necessities will 
lead to the consequent rise in wages and we wil] not be in a posi-
